An Act to consolidate and amend the Acts relating to 
Eeformatory Schools in Great Britain. 

[10th August 1866.] 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal^ and Commons, in this 
present Parliament assembled, and by the authority 
of the same, as follows : — 

Preliminabt. 

L This Act may be cited as the Beformatory short title. 
Schools Act, 1866. 

2. This Act shall not extend to Ireland. Application of Act. 

3. '* Managers" shall include an7 person or persons Definitioo of terms, 
having the management or control of any school to 

which this Act applies : 

^^ Justice " shall apply to England only, and shall 
mean a justice of the peace having jurisdiction in the 
place where the matter requiring the cognizance of a 
justice arises : 

^^ Justices" shall apply to England only, and shall 
mean two or more justices in petty sessions, and shall 
include the Lord Mayor or an alderman of the City of 
London, or a police or stipendiary magistrate or other 
justice having by law authority to act alone for any 
purpose vnth the powers of two justices : 

" Magistrate " shall apply to Scotland only, and 
shall include sheriff, sheriff substitute, justice of the 
peace of a county, judge in a police court, and provost 
or baiUie of a city or burgh : 

<' Prison authority" shall in England mean the 
same persons as are defined to be prison authorities by 
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2 THE REFORMATORY SCHOOLS ACT, 1866. 

the Prisons Act, 1865,* and in Scotland shall mean the 
administrators of a prison, as defined by the PrieoDB 
(Scotland) Administration Act, 1860.t 

" Visiting justice " shall in Scotland mean the 
administrators of a prison, defined as aforesaid. 

Cjebtified Retoematobt Schools. 

Mode of certifying 4. One of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State , 
Reformatory Schools, herein-after referred to as the Secretary of . State, 

may, upon the application of the managers of. any 
reformatory school for the hetter training of youthful 
offenders, direct one of Her Majesty's Inspectors of 
Prisons,^ who shall be styled the Inspector of Re- 
formatory Schools, to examine into the condition and 
regulations of the school, and to report to him 
thereon ; and, if satisfied with such report, the 
Secretary of State may, by writing under his hand, 
certify § that such school is fitted for the reception of

" 1874, and may be charged by the Commissioners of Supply of such 
*' county upon the county general assessment thereof, but with a right 
" of relief against the burgh or burghs therein, and the municipal, or 
" police, or other assessments thereof, in the proportion of the valua- 
" tion of such burgh or burghs respectively to the valuation of such 
" county, and shall be repaid, with the interest due thereon, all as 
" nearly as may be in manner provided by the Act of 1874." 

The powers and duties of the Commissioners of Supply are now 
vested in the Council of each County by the Local (Government 
(Scotland) Act, 1889.

snch yonthful offenders as may be sent there in 
pursuance of this Act, and the same shall be deemed a 
certified reformatory school.* 

No substantial addition or alteration shall be made 
to or iu the buildings of any certified reformatory 
school without the approval in writing of the Secretary 
of State-t 

5. Every certified reformatory school shall from I^^P^^n of ichoolf . 
time to time, and at least once in every year, be visited^ 

by the Inspector of Reformatory Schools ; and the 
Secretary of State, if dissatisfied with the condition 
of such school as reported to him, may withdraw 
the certificate, and may by notice under his hand, 
addressed and sent to the managers of such school, 
declare that the certificate is withdrawn as from a time 
specified in the notice, being not less than six mouths 
after the date of the notice. 

In conjunction with section 4, mentioned tzbove. 
Assistant Inspectors may be appointed under the 
provisions of the following section. 

6. The Secretary of State may from time to time Power to appoint 
appoint a fit person to assist the Inspector of Re- M«iito"t to Inspector, 
formatory Schools ; and every person so appointed shall 

have such of the powers and duties of the Inspector 
as the Secretary of State firom time to time prescribes, 
but shall act under the direction of the Inspector. 

7. The managers of any certified reformatory school Resignation of cer- 
may, upon giving six months',§ and the executors or ^*^*^*® °y managers, 
administrators of a deceased manager (if only one) of 

any certified reformatory school may, upon giving one 
month's previous notice in writing of their intention 
so to do, resign the certificate given to such school ; 
and accordingly, at the expiration of six months or 
one month (as the case may be) from the date of the 
notice (unless before that time the notice is withdrawn), 
the certificate shall be deemed to be resigned.

8. The managers of a certified reformatory school 
may decline to receive any yonthfial offender proposed 
to be sent to them under this Act, but when they 
have once received him they shall be deemed lo have 
undertaken to educate^ clothe, lodge, and feed him during 
the whole period for which he is liable to be detained in 
the school, or until the withdrawal or resignation of 
the certificate takes effect,* or until the contiibution 
out of money provided by Parliamentf towards the 
custody and maintenance of the offenders detained in 
the school is discontinued, whichever shall first happen. 

9. Whenever the certificate is withdrawn from or 
resigned by the managers of a reformatory school uo 
youthful offender shall be received into such school 
after the date of the receipt by the managers of the 
school of the notice of withdrawal or after the date of 
the notice of resignation | (as the case may be) ; buc 
the obligation of the managers to educate, clothe, 
lodge, and feed any youthful offenders in the school at 
the respective dates aforesaid shall, excepting so far as 
the Secretary of State may otherwise direct,§ be deemed 
to continue until the withdrawal or resignation of the 
certificate takes effect, or until the contribution out of 
money provided by Parliamentf towards the custody 
and maintenance of the offenders detained in the school 
is discontinued, whichever shall first happen. 

10. When the withdrawal or resignation of the 
certificate of a reformatory school takes effect, || the 
youthful ofEenders detained therein shall be, by the 
order of the Secretary of State, either discharged or 
transferred to some other certified reformatory school. 

11. A notice of the grant of any certificate^ to a 
reformatory school, or of the withdrawal or resignation**

school in England in the London Gazette^ and as to a 
school in Scotland in the Edinburgh Gazette. 

12. The managers of anj certified reformatory J^^*' ^ "^^ ^^* 
school may from time to time make all necessary 

rules for the management and discipline of the 
school imder their cha^e, but such rules shall not be 
contrary to the provisions of this Act, and shall not 
be enforced imtil they have been submitted to and 
approved in writing by the Secretary of State, and no 
alteration shall be made without the approval in 
writing of the Secretary of Sute in any rules so 
approved. 

This apparently makes it optional to managers to 
frame rules or not, but it is really obligatory^ as no 
action can he taken under section 20 without the existence 
or the production of the duly authorised rules of the 
school. 

By the ^ Secretary of Staters regulations the schools 
are required to devote not less and not more than three 
hours a day to school instruction.

13. Every officer of a certified reformatory officers to hare 
school authorised by the managers of the school, in pnyileges, &c., of 
writing under their hands or the hands of their secretary, constablea. 

to take charge of any youthful offender sentenced to 
detention under this Act for the purpose of conveying 
him to or from the school, or of bringing him back to 
the school in case of his escape or refusal to return, 
shall, for such purpose and while engaged in such duty, 
have all such powers, authorities, protection, and 
privileges for the purposes of the execution of his duty 
as a reformatory officer as any constable duly appointed 
has within his constablewick by common law, statute, 
or custom.

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Commitment of Ofienders. 

The first two paragraphs of section \^ of the Reform 
matory Schools Acty I8665 required that a youthful 
offender, before being sent to a reformatory school, should 
be imprisoned for not less than 10 days. These para^ 
graphs are now by section 4 of the Reformatory Schools 
Act, 1893, repealed; and it is left to the discretion of 
the court whether to order imprisonment or not, section 1 
prescribing that the court may order the offender to be 
sent to a reformatory school " in addition to or in lieu of 
sentencing him according to law to any punishment^ 

In section 2 provision is made for the temporary 
detention of an offender either in a prison or in " any 
" other place, not being a prison, which the court thinhs 
^^ fit, and the occupier of which is willing to receive him^* 
pending the completion of arrangements for his reception 
in a reformatory school. 

Section 1 provides also, in further amendment of the 
provisions of section 14 of the Act of \%%%^ that no child 
under 12 years of age shall be sent to a reformatory 
school unless he has been previously convicted of an 
offence punishable with penal servitude or imprisonment ; 
that the minimum period of detention in the school shall 
be' three years ; and that no offender shall be detained 
in the school after reaching the age of 19 years.

Commitment of Offenders under Sixteen Years 
of Age to Reformatory Schools. 

1. Where a youthful offender, who, in the opinion 
of the court* before whom he is charged, is less than 
16 years of age, is convicted, whether on indictment 
or by a court of summary jurisdiction,! of an offence

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punishable with pemd servitudt or imprisonment, and 
either — 

(a) appean to the eourt to be not less than 12 years 
of age ; or 

(b) is proved to hare been prerionsly conTicted of 
an offence punishable with penal servitude or 
imprisonment^* 

the court maj, in addition to or in lieu of sentencing 
him aceording to law to any punishment, order that he 
be sent to a certified reformatory school, and be there 
detained for a period of not less than three and not 
more than five years, so, however, that the period is 
such as will, in the opinion of the court, expire at or 
before the time at which the offender will attain the 
sge of 19 years.t 

2. Without prejudice to any other powers of the Power to remand 
court, the court may dirsct that the offender be taken to Joutlrful oflfenden. 
a prison, or to any other place, not being a prison, which 
the court thinks fit, and the occupier of which is will- 
ing to receive him, and be detained therein for any 
time not exceeding seven days, or in case of necessity, 
for a period not exceeding 14 days, or until an order 
is sooner made for his discharge, or for his being sent 
to a reformatory school, or otherwise dealt with under 
this or any other Act ; and the person to whom the 
order is addressed is hereby empowered and required 
to detain him accordingly, and if the offender escapes, 
he may be apprehended without warrant, and brought 
back to the place of detention. 

iVtih respect to the question of the custody of girls 
committed to reformatory schools under the Reformatory 
Schools Act, 1893 (56 <fc 57 Vict. c. 48), without under- 
going preliminary imprisonment, the Secretary of State 
considers it very desirable that their custody should be 
entrusted to women. When girls who are to be sent to 
reformatory schools are committed for preliminary 
detention in prison they are during imprisonment in the 
cuitody of female warders, and when removed to the 
reformatory they are invariably escorted by a female

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warder^ and the Secretary of State thinks that a similar 
rule should hold in the case of girls sent direct to a 
reformatory without previous imprisonment, Jf they 
are detained in a workhouse or police station, they 
should in all cases be .under the charge and care of 
women, and, on removal to the reformatory, the duty of 
escort should be entrusted to a woman who should be 
accompanied if necessary by a police constable, 
{Circular of the Secretary of State, A, 55,318b, June 
20th, 1894.) 

It is in the discretion {see section 8, ante, 
p, 4) of the authorities of reformatory schools to 
receive or to refuse cases sent to them, and they very 
properly require to be satisfied before receiving children 
that they are medically Jit for the discipline and train- 
ing of the school, and not infrequently also impose other 
conditions varying in different schools on the admission 
of cases. Except therefore where there is a standing 
arrangement with a particular school to receive cases 
from the court, a sufficient notice of the committal of 
any offender should be given to the school to which it is 
proposed to send him, and the authorities should be fur- 
nished with a medical certificate of the child's health, 
and with full information as to his offence and as to his 
character and antecedents. While the law required a 
child to be sent to prison before removal to the reforma- 
tory, these things were attended to by the visiting com,- 
mittee of the prison, who made application for the admis- 
sion of boys to the school managers, giving full particulars 
of sentence, religion, age, circumstances, present and past 
offences, and physical fitness for reformatory training ; 
but, now that children can be sent direct to the reforma- 
tory, it becomes necessary that the magistrates who 
commit should select the school and see that all the 
conditions of admission are fulfilled. It is particularly 
desirable that they should in each case have before them 
a medical certificate of the fitness of the child for 
reformatory school discipline before making the order of 
committal,* Unless this is done the authorities are fully 
justified in refusing to accept the offender committed to 
the school, or in applying to the Secretary of State for 
his immediate release, (See Secretary of State's cir- 
cular of 22nd August 1894.)

14. Theparticularschooltowbicb the youthful offender School to be named 
is to be sent may be named either at the time of his ^7.*^* court, 
fleutence being passed, or within seren days thereafter, 
by the court, justices, or magistrate who senteuced 
him, or in default thereof at any time before the expi- 
ration of his imprisonment by any visiting justice of 
the prison to which he is committed.* 

It would appear that in cases of non-committal to 
prison, a responsibility also now devolves on the magis" 
trate to select a proper place for preliminary detention 
before removal to the school, and in the cases of girls 
they should only be detained in a place where they are 
under the charge of a woman, and that they should be 
removed thence to the school in charge of a woman. 
{Secretary of State's circular of the 22nd August 1894.) 

Isle of Man, — By the Reformatory and Industrial Power to send Ifanx 
Schools (Manx Children) Act, 1884, the 6roremwitfn^ *nd Chaimel Islands 
of the Isle of Man may, with the absent of the Secretary ^^i, toBngish 
of State and with the approval of the Tynwald Court, 
contract with reformatory or industrial schools in Great 
Britain for the reception of Manx children^ sentenced to 
be sent to any such school by justices or a court in the 
said isle, and when delivered up to the managers of the 
school to which he is sent, he may thenceforth he dealt 
with in the same manner and be subject to the Reforma- 
tory Schools Act in the same way as if he had been sent 
by the justices, dkc. of the United Kingdom, 

By the Rejormatory and Industrial School (Channel 
Islands children) Act, 1885, similar powers are conferred 
on the Channel Islands Government.^

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Kemoral of offender

offender to a school 
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the youthful offender belongs, and, so far as is possible, 
a selection shall be made of a school conducted in 
accordance with the religious persuasion to which the 
youthful offender appears to the court, justices, 
magistrate^ or visiting justice to belong, which 
persuasion shall be specified by the court, justices, 
magistrate, or visiting justice. 

It shall be lawful, upon the representation of the 
parent, or in the case of an orphan then of the guardian 
or nearest adult relative, of any offender detained in 
liny such school, for a minister of the religious per- 
suasion of such offender, at certain tixed hours of the 
day, which shall be fixed by the Secretary of State for 
the purpose, to visit such school for the purpose of 
affording religious assistance to such offender, and also 
for the purpose of instructing such offender in the 
principles of his religion. 

15, The gaoler of every prison having in his custody 
any youthful offender sentenced to be sent to a re- 
formatory school, shall, at the appointed time, deliver 
such offender into the custody of the superintendent 
or other person in charge of the school in which he is 
to be detained, together with the warrant or other 
document in pursuance of which the offender was 
imprisoned and is sent to such school. 

The possession of the warrant or other document in 
pursuance of which a youthful offender is sent to a 
certified reformatory school shall be a sufficient 
authority for his detention in such school. 

16. The parent, step-parent, or guardian, or if there 
be no parent, step-parent, or guardian, then the 
God-parent, or nearest adult relative of any youthful 
offender sent or about to be sent to a certified reforma- 
tory school which is not conducted in accordance with 
the religious persuasion to which the offender belongs, 
may apply to the court by whom such offender was 
sentenced to be sent to a reformatory school, or to the 
visiting justices of the prison to which he was com- 
mitted by that court, or to the justices or magistrate 
by whom he was sentenced to be sent to a reformatory 
school (or justices or a magistrate having the like 
jurisdiction), to send or to remove such offender to a 
certified reformatory school conducted in accordance 
with the offender's religious persuasion, and the court, , 
visiting justices, justices, or magistrate (as the case 
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maj be) shall, upon proof of such offender's religious 
persuasion, comply with the request of the applicant, 
provided — 

First, that' the application be made before the 
offender has been sent to a certified reformatory 
school, or within thirty days after his arrival at 
sueh a school ; 

Secondly, that the applicant show to the satisfaction 
of the court, visiting justices, justices or magis- 
trate that the managers of the school named by 
him are willing to receive the offender. 

17. The Secretary of State may at any time order any Discharge or remoral 
offender to be discharged from a certified reformatory by order of Secietary 
school, or to be removed from one certified reformatory °^ ®***®* 

school to another, but so that the whole period of 
detention of the offender in a reformatory school shall 
not be increased by such removal. 

The Secretary of State may also at any time, after 
having given ten days' notice to the managers, order a 
youthiul offender under »entenoe of detention in a 
reformatory or industrial school established under any 
other Act of Parliament,* the general rules for the 
government whereof have been approved by. the 
Secretary of State, to be discharged A:om such school, 
or to be removed therefrom to any certified reforma- 
tory school, and in case of removal the youthful 
offender shall after such removal be deemed to be 
subject in all respects to the provisions of this Act, 
but so that the whole period of detention of the 
offender under his sentence shall not be increased by 
such removai

18. The managers of a certified reformatory school PJ^cmg offenders out 
may, at any time after the expiration of 18 months t ^^ *^^**-

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offender, by licence under their hands, permit him to live 
with any trustworthy and respectable person named in 
the licence willing to receive and take charge of him. 

Any licence so granted shall not be in force for more 
than three months,* but may at any time before the 
expiration of such three months be renewed for a 
Airther period not exceeding three months, to com- 
mence from the expiration of the previous period of 
three months, and so from time to time until the 
youthful offender's period of detention is expired. 

Any such licence may also be revoked by the 
managers of the sohool, by writing under their hands, 
at any time before the expiration ef such period of 
three months, and thereupon the youthful offender to 
whom the licence related may be required by the 
managers, by writing under their hands, to return to 
the school. 

The time during which a youthful offender is absent 
from a certified reformatory school. in pursuance of a 
licence under this section shall, except where such 
licence has been forfeited by his misconduct, be deemed 
to be part of the time of his detention in the school,t 
and at the expiration of the time fixed by his licence 
he shall be taken back to the school. 

Any youthful offender escaping from the person 
with whom he is placed in pursuance of this section, or 
refusing to return to the school at the expiration of the 
time fixed by his licence, or any renewal thereof, or 
when required to do so on the revocation of his licence, 
shall be Uable to the same penalty as if he had escaped 
from the school itself.

rsduced to 4^. Then in between those two periods, if he goes out of 
the school as a fuU-timer, to work, the rate will be varied either to Zs» 
or 2«.

25. The parent or step-parent or other person 
legally liable* to maintain any youthful offender detained 

is fixed at 8^. per week during the detention in the school, subject to 
the usual deductions as stated above. {See Appendix N., post, p. 244.) 
The expenses of the removal of any offender, when ordered by the 
Secretary of State, are allowed^ in accordance with the Cheap IVains 
Act, 1888, i.e., at three-quarters of the ordinary railway fare, and the 
charges are made on the same scale as those which are made for the 
conveyance of prisoners.

* The other persons legally liable to maintain a youthful offender 
will be those persons who are so liable under the laws in force relating 
to the relief of the poor. The statute 43 Eliz. c. 2. s. 7, enacts that '* the 
" father &nd grandfather, and the mother and grandmother, and the 
" children, of every poor, old, blind, lame, and impotent person, or 
** other poor person not able to work, being of sufficient ability, shall 
at their own charges, relieve and maintain every such poor person, 
in that manner and according to that rate, as by the justices of the 
peace of that county where such sufficient persons dwell, or the 
greater number of them, at their general quaiter sessions shall be 
*' assessed : upon pain that every one of them shall forfeit twenty 
" shillings for every month that they shall fail therein." It may be 
mentioned that the power here given to the justices at quarter sessions 
has been extended by 59 Geo. ni. c. 12. s. 26, to ** any two or more 
*< justices of the peace for the county or other jurisdiction in which 
** any such sufficient person shall dwell," in petty sessions assembled.

And therefore, a man 
could not be com])elled under it to contribute to the maintenance 
(among others) of his wife's child by a former husband, or her 
illegitimate child, after the wife's death, or after such child had 
attained the age of sixteen. It is now, however, provided by 
4 & 6 Wm. IV. c. 76, s. 57, that " every man who from and after the 
passing of this Act (14th August 1834) shall marry a woman 
having a child or children at the time of such marriage, whether 
such child or children be legitimate or illegitimate, sHall be liable to 
« maintain such child or children, as part of his family, and shall be 
** chargeable with all relief, or the cost price thereof, granted to or on 
" account of such child or children, until such child or children shall 
" respectively attain the age of sixteen ; or until the death of the 
" mother of such child or children ; and such child or children shall, 
** for the purposes of this Act, be deemed a part of such 'husband's 
" family accordingly." And by section 71 of the same Act, the 
mother of an illegitimate child, " so long as she shall be unmarried or 
a widow, shall be bound to maintain such child as a part of her 
family, until such child shall attain the age of sixteen ; and all relief 
granted to such child, while under the age of sixteen, shall be 
considered as granted to such mother : Provided always, that such 
" liability of such mother as aforesaid shall cease on the marriage of 
" such child if a female." By 7 & 8 Vict. c. 101 (as amended by 
8 & 9 Vict. c. 10), any single woman with child, or delivered of a 
bastard child (the Act however extends to married women if living 
apart from their husbands (Beg. v, Pilkington, 2 B. & B. 546 ; 
Beg. V. Collingwood, 12 Q.B. 681), may, either before the birth, or at 
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in a certified reformatory school shall, if of sufficient 
ability, contribute to his support and maintenance

any time witbin twelve months from the birth, make application to a 
justice of the peace, charging a person by name as the father of her 
child ; and where the alleged father has within the twelve months 
paid money for the maintenance of the child, such application may be 
made at any subsequent period whatever. The person charged may 
thereupon be summoned to appear before the justices in petty sessions, 
who are to hear the evidence on both sides ; and if the evidence of 
the mother be corroborated in some material particular by other

But a grandfather is liable 
to contribute thus to the maintenance of his grandchild, although the 
father be aliye, if the latter be unable to support him (Beg. v, Joyce, 
16 Yin. Abr. 423), or indeed whether the father be unable or not; and 
therefore in an order under 43 Eliz. c. 2, s. 7, against a grandfather, it 
has been held that it is not necessary to state that the father is dead 
or unable to support his children (Reg. v. Cornish, 2 B. & Ad. 498).

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Every such order or decree may specify the time 
during which the payment is to be made, or may be 
until further order. 

In Scotland any such order or decree shall be held 
to be and to have the effect of an order or decree in 
each and every week for payment of the sum ordered 
to be pidd for such week ; and under the warrant for 
arrestment therein contained (which the magistrate is 
hereby authorised to s^rant if he sees fit) it shall be 
lawful to arrest weekly, for payment of such weekly

21), it is 
enacted that section 28 of the Reformatory Schools 
Act, 1866, subject to the provisions therein contained — 

Shall extend to authorise a prison authority in 
England themselvfS to undertake anything towards 
which they are authorised by that section to contribute ; 
and the Reformatory Schools Act, 1866, phall be

31, Where in any city, town, or place in Scot- 
land there has been . erected under Local Act of' 
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Elementary Education Act, 1870» with the approval of one of Her 
Maje8ty*B Principal Secretaries of State, borrow money for the 
purpose of defraying or contributing towards the expense of altering,

Application should be made in the first instance to the 
Secretary of State for the Home Department stating the 
grounds for the application, naming the site of the proposed 
school, the amount of accommodation required, and supplying 
all requisite information bearing on the subject. 

Before a certificate can be issued, legalising the school as a 
place of detention for juvenile offenders under the Beforma- 
tory Schools Acts, the site, the plans for the buildiDgs, and 
the rules and regulations for the management of the school 
must be previously approved by the Secretary of State. 

Every school must be carried on by a responsible 
committee. 
The rules and regulations should state-^- 
(a.) The name and situation of the school. 
(h') The constitution and powers of the governing body 
and the proposed schemes for the n^anagement of the 
school, 
(c.) The conditions of age, sex, health, &c., on which its 

inmates are to be admitted. 
{d.) The number of inmates, male or female, to be 
provided for. 

The rules should also embody the following regulations : — 
]. Lodging and clothing. The inmates shall have separate beds, and shall be supplied 

with a sufficiency of plain useful clothing. 

The inmates shall be supplied with plain wholesome food, 
according to a dietary to t>o approved by the inspeocor ; no 
substantial alterationci in the dietary shall be made without 
previous notice to him. A copy of the dietary shall be hung 
in the dining-room. 

The secular instruc tion shall consist of reading, spelling, 
writing, and arithmetic, and as far as practicable, the 
elements of history, geography, apd vocal music. It shall be 
given for three hours daily. The industrial tramin^ shall be 
* for boys in farm and garden work, and such handicrafts as 
can be conveniently practised; for girls, in needlework, 
washing, and housework. The employment of the inmates 
shall not exceed nor fall short of six hours daily. In training 
ships the boys shall be properly instructed in naval exercises 
^d eniployments, and in the elements of navigation. 

Each day shall be begun and ended with simple family 
worship, consisting of prayer and praise to God, and the 
reading of Scripture. The religious instruction shall be from 
Holy Scripture, shall comprise the doctrines and precepts of 
Christianity, and shall be given daily. On Sunday the 
^ninates shall, if possible, attend pul lit worship at some cou- 
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Tenient ohnroh or chapel, provided that no boy or ffirl under 
detention shall be taken to any chnrch or chapel if his parent 
or guardian objects to his being so taken on the ground that 
the serrioes at such church or chapel are not in accordance 
with the religious persuasion of the child. In the case of any 
young offender being admitted who is specified in the order 
of detention as belonging to some particular religious persua- 
sion a minister of such religious persuasion shall be allowed to 
Tisit such young offender on certain days and hours to be 
fixed from time to time by the Secretary of State, and such 
young offender shall not be required to learn the catechism 
or tenets of any persuasion other than that to which he is 
atated to belong. 

A time table showing the hours of rising, work, school 8. Time tabla^ 
instraction, meals, recreation, retiring, Ac, &c. shall be 
drawn .up, be approved by the inspector of reformatory 
schools, and shall be fixed in the schoolroon and carefully 
adhered to on all occasions. 

The superintendent shall be authorised to punish any young $, Diieipliiie. 
offender aetained in the school in case of misconduct or breach 
of rule. All faults and punishments whatever shall be carefully 
recorded, and entered m a book kept for that purpose. This 
book shall be laid before the committee of managers at their 
meetings, and shall be open to the inspector when called for 
by him. The discipline of the school shall be maintained not 
only by punishment, but by a well considered system of 
rewards and encouragements. Such svstem to form part 
of the byelaws of the school, and to oe approved by the 
Secretary of State. 
Punishments shall consist of— 

(a.) Forfeiture of rewards and privileges, or degradation 
from rank, previously attained by good conduct. 

(b.) Reduction in quality or quantity of food. 

(e.) Confinement in a light room, or light cell. 

{d.) Moderate personal correction and chastisement. 

Referring to (a.). Byelaws shall state clearly what offences 
constitute a breach of law, with the accompanying penalties. 

The regulations as to degradation shall be inserted in the 
byelaws. 

Referring to {h,). For simple offences the boy or girl may 
be deprived of one regular meal or of thatportion of the meal 
which readers it most agreeable, but shall be allowed eight 
ounces of bread, with water or gruel, when deprived of any 
regular meal. No boy or girl shall be deprived of two meals 
in succession. 

Referring to (c). No young offender shall be confined for 
a longer period than three days, without the special sanction 
of the committee of managers, nor for a longer period than 
seven days under any circumstances whatever. Any young 
offender confined for more than three days shall be visited by 
the medical officer of the school, shall l)e allowed such extra 
diet as he may direct, and shall be taken out of the cell for 
exercise for not lesa than one hour daily. Offences requiring 
graver penalties shall be dealt with by the magistrates of the 
district in which the school is situated. No young offender 
shall be kept in solitary confinement in darkness under any 
pretence whatever. In confinement each offender shall b^

allowed one pound of bread, with gruel or milk, and water 
daily. 
Referring to {d.) the following regulations shall apply : — 

(i.) For very serious offeuces in the case of boys the pun- 
ishment of whipping shall be inflicted on the posterior 
with a birch rod, such punishment not to exceed 
eighteen strokes to be applied once for all, for the same 
onence. 

(ii.) For less serious offences personal punishment shall 
be inflicted with a common school cane, to be applied 
to the palm of ithe hand, and shall not exceed eight 
strokes. 

(iii.) Personal chastisement may be inflicted by the 
superintendent, or, in his presence, by an officer 
specially authorised by him. 

(iv.) Personal chastisement may be inflicted by the chief 
educational teacher, but in this case such chastisement 
must be inflicted with the cane as prescribed in (ii.), 
must not exceed six strokes, and must be at once 
recorded and reported to the superintendent. 

(v.) Personal chastisement may not be inflicted by any 
person or in any manner not authorised by the fore- 
going regulations, and in no case may it be inflicted 
upon any but boys. 
No punishment not mentioned above shall be inflicted. 

The inmates shall be allowed two hours daily for recreation 
and exercise, and shall be occasionally taken out for exercise 
beyond the boundaries of the school. 

The parents and near relatives of the inmates shall be 
allowed to corrcHpond with them at reasonable times, and to 
visit them once in two (or three) months, such privilege to be 
forfeited by misconduct or interference with the discipline of 
the school. In the case of the serious illness of any inmate, 
or of his (or her) removal from the school by licence or legal 
discharge, notice shall be sent to the parents. 

On the discharge of any inmate from the school, he (or she) 
shall be provided with a sufficient outfit, according to the 
circumstances of the discharge, at the expense of the 
managers, and shall be placed, as far as practicable, in some 
employment or service. If returned to relatives or friends, 
tbe expenses of such refcurn shall be defrayed by the 
managers. 

A medical officer shall be appointed to visit the school 
periodically. He shall enter his visits in a book kept for that 
purpose, with a note of all serious cases of illness attended by 
nim in the school, their course, deration, and the treatment 
prescribed. He shall also give a quarterly report as to the 
sanitary condition of the school. Application shoald be made 
made to the Secretary of State for the discharge of any inmate 
certified as medically unfit for detention. 

In the case of the sudden or violent death of any inmate of 
the school immediate notice shall be sent to the coroner of 
the district in which the school is situated, and the circum- 
stances of the case reported to the inspector. 

The school shall bo open to the inspection of visitors at 
convenient times, to be regulated by the managers. 
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The Superintendent shall keep a jonmal *of all that oaMes 14 Joomal 
in the school. All admissions, Uoenoes, discharges, ana eyery 
event of importance connected with the school shall be 
reported in it. The journal shall be laid before the managers 
at their meetings, and be open to the inspector when called 
for. 

The superintendent or secretary shall keep a register of 10. Regiattr, r«tani«i Ao, 
admissions, with particulars of the parentage, prerioos 
circumstances, &c. of each of the inmates. 

He shall also keep a discharge and disposal book, showing 
the date of discharge of each indiyidual, giving particulars as 
to conduct after discharge. 

He shall also reg^ularly send to the office of the Inspector, 
the required ^returns of admission and discharge, quarterly 
list of cases under detention, and quarterly accounts for 
maintenance, and in the month of January in each year a full 
statement of the receipts and expenditure of the school for 
the past year, showing all debts and liabilities duly vouched 
by tne managers. 

In the case of any voung offender absconding from the ^^* Inspector, 
school, or being placed out on licence, or dying while an 
inmate, or on licence, or of being sent to prison for a criminal 
offence, immediate notice shall be g^ven to the inspector. 
The inmates shall be examined, and their proficiency in school 
instruction and industrial training tested from time to time . 
by the inspector. All books and journals of the school shall 
be open to the inspector for examination. Any teacher 
employed for the ins^uction of the inmates shall be examined 
by him if he think it necessary. Notice shall be gi^en to him 
of the appointment, death, resignation, or dismissal of the 
superintendent and of the school teacher. 

The officers and teachers of the school shall be careful to 17. General regaUitionB. 
maintain the discipline and order of the school, and to attend 
to the instruction and training of the inmates in conformity 
with the above regulations. Every young offender under 
detention in the school shall be required to obey the officers 
and teachers of the school, and to comply with the regulations 
of the committee for its management ; and any wilful neglect 
or refusal to obey or comply on the part of any such young 
offender shall be deemea to be an offence under the 20th 
section of the Reformatory Schools Act, 1866 ; absconding or 
inducing to abscond an offence under the 21st and ^nd 
sections of the said Act respectively. The authorised number 
of inmates must be strictly adhered to, and no fresh admission 
accepted when this is attained.

These regulations should prescribe— 

Hours of work, mea!?, instructions, &o, 
£ules as to correspondence with parents and relatires. 
Privileges, rewards, penalties, and forfeitures. 
Special duties and obligations. 

Memorandum. — ^IJnder the proyisions of the Beformatory 
Schools Act (section 12) the managers of any reformatory school 
are authorised to make such rules as are necessary for the 
regulation of the school ; but such rules caimot be enforced 
unlest sanctioned by the Secretary of State. Such regula- 
tions, therefore, as are required in addition to the foregoing 
general rules should be appended as byelaws, and submitted 
with them for the approral of the Secretary of State. 

NotbI. 

Under the regulations now in force the allowance from th« 
Treasury for maintenance and training of juvenile oflTenders 
in reformatory schools is ^s. per head per week, subject to » 
reduction to 48, a week after three years' detention and the 
attainment of the age of 16 years. This allowance is usually 
supplemented by a grant in aid from the county or borou(;h 
authority committing cases to the schools. A portion of the 
Treasury allowance. Is, 6d, per head per week, is granted on 
.the condition that the staff for school instruction and super- 
intendence is sufficient and of the requisite ability. For 
juveniles placed out in employment on licence before the 
expiration of the term of detention an allowance of 2«. per 
week is granted for the first 13 weeks, and Is. a week for 
the next 26 weeks, to defray the cost of assistance and 
supervision. 

An allowance is also made to the managers of efficient 
schools for the occasional training of teachers, to fit them for 
the discharge of their duties in reformatory schools. 

Note 2. 

The conditions to be observed for the establishment of a 
certified reformatory school are, — 

That the site and position of the school shall be such as to 
allow of a sufficient amount of ground being attached to 
it for the exercise and recreation of the inmates, and to 
ensure free ventilation and good drainage in the internal 
space ; 

That in the dormitories the allowance for each inmate shall 
be not less than 25 square and 300 cubic feet of space ; 
in the school and day rooms not less than 10 square and 
100 cubic feet ; 

That boys and girls shall not be boarded together in the 
same institution ; neither shall the number of inmates in 
the same institution exceed 150, except in the case of 
school ships, or under special circumstances, and with 
the special sanction of the Secretary of State thereto ; 

That the plans of the buildings or premises of the proposed 
school be submitted to and approved by the Secretary of 
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Biate, luoh plans to show th« area, height, and connection 
of the rooms, the external officea and oonyeniencee 
attached to the hnilding, and all neceeaary details as to 
the drainage, Tentilatiun, and arrangement of the 
offices.

An Act to consolidate and amend the Acts relating 

to Industrial Schools in Qreat Britain. 

[10th August 1866.J 

Be it enacted by the Queen's most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons^ in this 
present Parliament assembled^ and by the authority of 
the same, as follows : 

Pi'eliminary. 

1. This Act may be cited as the Industrial Schools 
Act, 1866. 

2. This Act shall not extend to Ireland, 

3. The Acts described in the First Schedule to thiis 
Act are hereby repealed; but this repeal shall not 
affect the past operation of any such Act, or the 
force or operation of any certificate, order, rule, or 
sentence, made or passed, or the validity or invalidity 
of anything done or suffered, or any right, title, 
obligation, or liability accrued, before the passing of 
this Act; nor shall this Act interfere with the 
institution or prosecution of any proceeding in respect 
of any offence committed against, or any penalty or 
forfeiture incurred under, any Act hereby repealed. 

4. In this Act — 

The term "justice" applies to England only, and 
means a justice of the peace having jurisdiction 
in the place where the matter requiring the 
cognizance of a justice arises : 

The term " two justices " applies to England only, 
and means two or more justices in petty sessions, 
or the Lord Mayor or an alderman of the city of 
London, or a police or stipendiary magistrate or 
other justice having by law authority to act alone 
for any purpose with the powers of two*ju8tices: 

The term " magistrate " applies to Scotland only, 
and includes sheriff, sheriff substitute, justice of 
the peace of a county, judge in a police court and 
provost or bail lie of a city or burgh : 
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The term ** prison authority " with respect to 2S & 29 Vict o. 1J6. 
England has the same meaning as in the Prisons 
Act, 1865/ and with respect to Scotland means 
the administrators of a prison as defined by the 
Prisons (Scotland) Administration Act, 1860 :*

of one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, 
shall have the same power of spreading the payment 
of the sums so contributed, or of the cost of such 
undertaking, over a number of years, and of borrowing 
money for that purpose, as they have in the case where 
they resolve to establish an industrial school ; and the 
provisions of the Elementary Education Acts, 1870 
and 1873, and the Elementary Education Act» 1876, 
and the Public Works Loans Act, 1875, shall apply 
accordingly. 

For the purposes of this Act an industrial school 
means a certified industrial school and a certified day 
industrial school. 

And by section 28 —

Additional power hat also been given to justices in 
England hy section \2 of the Elementary Education 
Act, 1876. 

Where an attendance order is not complied with, 
without anj reasonable excuse within the meaning of 
this Act, a court of summary jurisdiction, on com- 
plaint made by the local authority, may, if it think fit, 
order as follows : 

(1.) In the first case of non-compliance, if the parent 
of the child does not appear, or appears and fails 
to satisfy the court that he has used all reasonable 
efibrts to enforce compliance with the order,* the 
court may impose a penalty not exceeding with 
the costs five shillings ; but if the parent satisfies 
the court that he has used all reasonable efforts 
as aforesaid, the court may, without inflicting a 
penalty, orderf the child to be sent to a certified

L Section fourteen of the Industrial Schools Act^ 
1866,^ and section eleven of the Industrial Schools 
Act (Ireland), 1868, shall be respectively read and 
construed as if, after the four several descriptions 
therein respectively contained, there were added the 
following descriptions,! namely, — 

That is lodging, living, or residing with common or 
reputed prostitutes, or in a house resided in or 
frequented by prostitutes for the purpose of 
prostitution : 
That frequents the coinpany of prostitutes. 

Section 36 of the Elemgntary Education Act, 1870, 
(33 & 34 Vict. c. 75.) provides for the appointment of 
an officer by the school board to bring children before 
justices. 

Every school board may, if they think fit, appoint 
an officer or officers to enforce any byelaws under 
this Act with reference to the attendance of children 
at school, and to bring children who are liable 
nnder the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, to be sent to a 
certified industrial school before two justices in order 
to their being so sent, and any expenses incurred under 
this section may be paid out of the school fund. 

And the following sections 7 and \Z of the Elementary 
Education Act, 1876, (39 §• 40 Vict c. 79.) imposes on 
school boards and school attendance committees the duty to 
take proceedings to send children to school. 

The provisions of this Act respecting the employment 
of children shall be enforced — 

(1.) In a school di&trict within the jurisdiction of A 

school board, by that board ; and 

(2.) In every other school district by a committee 

(in this Act referred to as a school attendance 

committee) appointed annually, if it is a borough, 

by the council of the borough, and, if it is a parish, 

by the guardians of the union comprising such 

parish.

known. 

Provided that it shall be the duty of the inspectors 
and sub-inspectors acting under the Acts regulating 
factories, workshops, and mines respectively, and not of 
the local authority, to enforce the observance by the 
employers of children in such factories, workshops, and 
mines of the provisions of this Act respecting the 
employment of children ; but it shall be the duty of the 
local authority to assist the said inspectors and sub- 
inspectors in the performance of their duty by 
information and otherwise. 

It shall be the duty of such local authority to report 
to the Education Department any infraction of the 
provisions of section seven of the Elementary Education 
Act, 1870, in any public elementary school within 
their district which may come to their knowledge, and 
also to forward to the Education Department any 
complaint which they may receive of the infraction of 
those provisions.

By sections 10 (4) and 11 (3) of the Summary 
Jurisdiction ^c^, 1879, where children and young persons 
are charged before a court of summary jurisdiction in 
England with certain indictable offences^ the court may 
deal with them summarily unless objected to by the 
parents or guardians in case of children and in the case 
of young persons with the consent of such young persons 
(juvenile offenders) ; but these two sections (10 and 11) 
do not prejudice the right of the court of summary 
jurisdiction to send the child or the young person so 
charged to a reformatory or industrial school.

18. The order* of justicest era magistratef sendin{( 
a child to a pchool (in this Act referred to as the order 
of detention in a school) shall be in writing sia:ned bj 
the justices or magistrate, and shall specify the name

The school shall be some certified industrial 
school]: (whether situate within the jurisdiction of 
the justices or magistrate makinc^ the order or not) 
the managers of which are willing to receive 
the child; and the reception of the child by the 
managers of the school shall be deemed to be an 
undertaking by them to teach, train, clothe, lodfice, and 
feed him during the whole period for which he is 
liable to be detained in the school, or until the with- 
drawal or resignation of the certificate of the school 
takes effect,§ or until the contribution out of money 
provided by Parliament || towards the custody and 
maintenance of the children detained in the school it 
discontinued, whichever shall first happen. 

The school named in the order shall be presumed 
to be a certified industrial school until the contrary is 
shown.

SuppLEMENTABY Rtjles of the Maxagees for the Regulation 

of the School. 

These supplementary rules should prescribe — 
Hours of work, meals, instructions, &c, 
Rules as to correspondence with parents and relatives. 
Privileges, rewards, penalties, and forfeitures. 
Special duties and obligations. 

Memorandum. — Under the provisions of the Industrial 
Schools Act (s. 29) the managers of any industrial school are 
authorised to make such rules as are necessary for the regu- 
lation of the school ; hut 8uch rules cannot he enforced unless 
sanctioned hy the Secretary of State. Such supplementary 
rules, therefore, as are required should be appended to the 
foregoing general rules, aud submitted with them for the 
Approval of the Secretary of State. 

Notel, 

Under the regulations now in force the allowance from the 
Treasury for the maintenance and training of children in 
industrial schools is 5s. per head per week for schools certi- 
fied previous to 1st March 1872, for all schools certified since 
that date Ss. 6d. a week, subject to a reduction to Ss. a week 
after four years' detention and the attainment of the age of 
15 years. Children between the ages of 6 and 10 years are 
paid for at the rate of 38. a week, no grant being allowed for 
children under 6 years of age. This allowance is usually 
supplemented by a grant in aid from the county, borough, or 
school board authority committing cases to the schools. A 
portion of the Treasury allovrance, 1«. tkl. per head per week, 
IS granted on the condition that ihe staff for school instruc- 
tion and superintendence is sufficient and of the requisite 
ability. 

An allowance is also made to the managers of schools on 
account of teachers holding certificates under the Education 
Department to enable them to procure the services of efficient 
instructors.

Befemng to (d,) the following regulations shall apply :— 
(i.) For very serious offences the punishment of whipping 
may be inflicted on the posterior with a birch rod, snch 
punishment not to exceed six strokes, to be applied 
once for all, for the same offence, and to be inflicted 
only by the superintendent himself, or in his presence 
by an officer specially authorised by him. 
(ii.) For less serious offences personal punishment may be 
inflicted with a tawse, to be applied to the palm of the 
hand, and shall not exceed four strokes. Punishment 
on admission or re-admission is prohibited. 

The inmates shall, as a rule, be allowed two hours daily for 
recreation and exercise (one hour being absolutely devoted 
to recreation). They may be taken out for exerciae from time 
to time beyond the boundaries of the school. 
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The parents and near relatiyes of the inmates shall be 9. Pririleses of frieajs. 
allowed to correspond with them at reasonable times, and to 
visit them once a month, bnt except in special cases where 
the express permission of the managers has been obtained, 
parents will not be allowed to visit their children if any 
members of the family or other persons in the honse in which 
the parents reside are suffering from infections disease. The 
privilege may also be forfeited by misconduct or interference 
with the discipline of the school. In the case of the serious 
illness of any inmate, or of his removal from the school by 
licence or legal discharge, notice shall be sent to the parents. 

A medical officer shall be appointed to visit the school lo. MedioU officer, 
periodically. He shall enter his visits in a book kept for that 
purpose, with a note of all serious cases of illness attended by 
him in the school, their course, duration, and the treatment 
prescribed. He shall also give a quarterly report as to the 
sanitary condition of the school. Application should be made 
to the Secretary of State for the discharge of any inmate 
certified as medically unfit fur detention. 

In the case of the sudden or violent death of any inmate of u. Inqueito. 
the school immediate notice shall be sent to the coroner of 
the district in which the school is situated, and the circum- 
stances of the case at once reported to the inspector. 

The school shall be open to the inspection of visitors at u. Vinton, 
convenient times, to be regulaLed by the managers. 

The superintendent shall keep a journal o^all that passes is- Joamal. 
in the schooL All admissions, licences, discharges, and 
every event of importance connected with the school shall 
be recorded in it. The journal shall be laid before the 
managers at their meetings, and be open to the Inspector when 
called for. 

The superintendent shall keep a register of admissions, with 14. Baguter.retnmi.Jbo. 
particulars of the parentage, previous i circumstances, ^c. of 
each of the inmates. 

He shall also keep a discharge book, showing the date of 
discharge and disposal of each individual, and shall keep a 
record of the attendance cf the children at the elementary 
school when absent on licence. 

He shall also regularly send to the office of the Inspector 
the required return of admission, and the monthly return of 
admissions, discharges, licences, &c, ; also Quarterly list of 
cases under detention, and quarterly accounts for maintenance, 
and in the month of January in each year a full statement of 
the receipts and expenditure of the scnool for the past year, 
showing all debts and liabilities duly vouched by the managers. 

The inmates shall be . examined and their proficiency in IB. Inspector, 
school instruction and industrial training tested from time to 
time, and at least once a year, by the Inspector. All books and 
journals of the school shall be open to the Inspector for 
examination. Any teacher employed for the instruction of the 
inmates shall be examined by him if he think it necessary. 
Immediate notice shall be given to him of the appointment, 
death, resi^ation, or dismissal of the superintendent and of 
the school teacher.

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16. Genenil rejnil&tioni. The offioers and teachers of the schools shall he careful to 

maintain the discipline and order of the school, and to attend 
to the instruction and training of the inmates in conformity 
with the ahove rales. Every inmate nnder detention in 
the school shAll be required to obey the officers and teachers 
of the school, and to comply with the rules in force ; and any 
wilful neglect or refusal to obey or coinply on the part of any 
such inmate may be deemed to be an offence under the 32nd 
sections of the industrial Schools Act, 1866 ; abscondio^ or 
inducing to abscond an . offence under the 33rd and 34th 
sections of the said Act respectiyely. The authorised number 
of inmates must be strictly adhered to, and no fresh admission 
accepted when this is attained.

The Supplementary Bules should prescribe — 
Hours of work, meals, instructions, &c.

Memobandum. — ^IJnder the provisions of the Industrial 
Schools Act (§ 29) the managers of any industrial school are 
authorised to make such rules as are necessary for the 
regulation of the school; btU stich rules cannot h^ enforced 
wnless sanctioned by the Secrsta/ry of State. Such Supple- 
mentary Bules, therefore, as are required should be appended 
to the foregoing General Rules, and submitted with them for 
the approval of the Secretary of State. 

Note 1. 

Under the regulations now in force the allowance from the 
Treasury for the maintenance and training of children in 
Truant Industrial Schools is that for children whose cases 
tail under Section II (1.) of the Elementary Education Act, 
1876, viz., 2«. per head per week, no grant being allowed for 
children under six years of age. This allowance must be 
supplemented by a grant in aid from the county, borough, or 
school board authority committing cases lo the schools. 

Note ?. 

The conditions to be observed for the establishment of a 
Tmant Certified Industrial School are, — 
That the site and position of the school shall be such as to 
allow of a sufficient amount of ground being attached to 
it for the exercise and recreation of the inmates, and to 
ensure fi*ee ventilation and good drainage in the internal 
space ; 
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That in the dormitorieB the allowance for each inmate shall 
be not less than 25 square and 300 cubic feet of space; 
in the school and day rooms not less than 10 square and 
100 cubic feet ; 

That the number of inmates in the same institution shall 
not exceed 150, except under special circumstances, and 
with the special sanction of the Secretary of State 
thereto ; 

That the plans of the buildings or premises of the proposed 
school be submitted to and approved by the Secretary of 
State, such plans to show the area, height, and connection 
of the rooms, the external offices and conveniences 
attached to the building, and all necessary details as to 
the drainage, ventilation, and arrangement of the offices. 

Note 3. 

The returns and accounts required (Bule 14) are — 

Form A. Notice of each admission to the school. 

Form B. Monthly return of admissions, re-admissions, 

licences, deaths, discharges, desertions, &o, for the 

preceding month. 
Form 0. Quarterly return of all inmates chargeable for 

maintenance during the previous quarter. 
Quarterly account of the sumB due for the maintenance of 

the children under detention during the quarter. 
Quarterly report of the sanitary state of the school and 

health of inmates. 
Quarterly return of offences and punishments. 

Note 4. 

In case of the managers of any Industrial School desiring 
to resign their certificate, the Industrial Schools Act requires 
that six months previous notice of such resignation be given 
to the Secretary of State (§ XLV.)- 

Note 5. 

By § 11 of the Industrial Schools Act it is provided, " That 
** no substantial addition or alteration must be made to the 
buildings of any Certified Industrial School without the 
approval of the Secretary of State."

Inbtbuctions for Ebectioh of Tbuast Industrial Schools. 

In a Traant Industrial School, boys are kept nnder strict 
control, discipline, teaching and indnstrial laraining, for a 
period of about three months. In so short a time, instruc- 
tion can only be attempted in certain trades and industries, 
such as tailoring, stocking-knitting, darning, mending, boot- 
making, wood-chopping, mat-making, Ac, 

Site. — The site should be open, airy, aiid sunny, free from 
surrounding impurities, and thoroughly land drained. The 
building should have its ground floor level not less than 
15 inches above the ground, the space between being venti- 
lated by air-bricks. The whole area of ground witnin the 
building should be covered with a layer of concrete not less 
than 9 inches thick, all vegetable or refuse soil having first 
been removed. 

Drains. — Cesspools and privies should only be used where 
unavoidable. Earth or ash-closets, of an approved type, may 
be employed in rural districts, but drains for the disposal of 
slop and surface waiter are still necessary. 

Soil drains must always be laid outside the building (on a 
hard, even bottom and concrete) in straight lines, with glazed 
stoneware pipes, carefully jointed in cement and made 
absolutely watertight. A diameter of 4 inches is sufficient, 
unless for drains receiving the discharge of more than 10 
closets. Above this number the diameter should be 6 inches. 
The fall should never be less than one in 30 for 4-inch, and 
one in 40 for 6-inch drains. An inspection opening or man- 
hole should be provided at each change of direction so as to 
facilitate cleansmg the drain without opening the ground. 
Every soil drain must be disconnected from the main sewer 
by a properly constructed trap, placed on the line of drain 
between the latrines and the public sewer. This trap must 
be thoroughly ventilated by at least two untrapped openings, 
one being the 4-inch soil pipe carried up full size above the 
roof, and the other an inlet pipe connected with the side of 
the trap furthest from the public sewer. Automatic flushing 
tanks are desirable where trough closets are used. 

Urinals must in all cases have a sufficient supply of water 
for flushing. 

Buildvngs. — ^A building for 100 boys needs the following 
accommodation, arranged with careful attention to conveni- 
ence and economy in daily working, and with the strictest 
attention to all points a^ecting health, viz. : — 

1. A principal entrance, waiting-room, board room, office, 
lavatory, and w.c. 

2. A separate entrance for boys, with reception-room, dis- 
infecting closet for clothes, and storage for these till 
the boys leave. All these should be near the lavatory 
and baths. 

3. A schoolroom containing not less than 10 square feet 
and 120 cubic feet per child, lighted from two sides, and 
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available for 50 or more at one time. A. sohoolmaster's 
room, BmaU book store, and w.o. 

4t. An officer's mess room, cootigaoas to the kitchen and 
apart from the schoolmaster's rooms, w.c's. 

5. A dining-room to seat 100, at tables placed at risht 
angles with the light, and ayailable for nse as an assembly 
hall and chapel. 

6. A kitchen, servants' hall, serving-room, scullery, large 
storeroom for dry stores, boot cleaning room, clothes' 
brashing room, pantry, bread room built and finished in 
cement, and larder. W.c's for female servants. 

7. A large double lavatory arranged over a water channel 
where boys can wash at taps in batches of 25 at one time. 
Two bathis available for six boys at one time, and one 
for 12. The lavatory and baths, and the boiler con* 
nected therewith, are under the charge of a labour 
master. 

8. Grovemor's quarters, self-contained and forming a house 
in communication with the main building, having two 
sitting-rooms (on ground floor), kitchen, scullery, and 
pantry, three bedrooms, with bath and w.c. 

9. Dormitories containing per bed, at the very least, 25 
superficial feet and 300 cubic feet, under supervision at 
night, by means of a small window in the master's bed- 
room commanding every bed. The size of a dormitory 
not to exceed space for 35 beds. The boys to sleep in 
single beds arranged down each side, and with a window 
(extending nearly to the ceiling) between every two beds. 
No dormitory having windows on one side only can be 
regarded as satisfactory. Nor any dormitory open to the 
apex of the roof. A. wardrobe, sub-divided, for the 
clothes of each. 

10. Schoolmaster's and labour-masters' bedrooms, placed 
between dormitories, and provided with supervision 
windows. W.c's. 

11. Matron's sitting-room and bedroom. Several store- 
rooms. 

12. Bedrooms for female servants. W.c's. 

13. Linen-rooms and blanket>rooms, with hot pipes passing 
through. 

14. Housemaids' closets, with hot and cold water. Space 
for brooms and pails at convenient places on the upper 
floors. 

15. W.c's near staircases for boys' use at night. These 
should be disconnected from the house by an intervening 
lobby having windows on opposite sides. 

16. A large tailor's shop (outside, under a tailor). At least 
one other shop of similar size. 

17. A large room on the ground floor for sewing and mend- 
ing (inside, under the matron, but with a door into the 
drill shed). 
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18. A wash-honse, drying-room, and laundry separate from 
the main building. 

19. An ample, square drill-ground, entirely open to 
supervision, with a portion covered, but open along one 
side. 

20. Boys' latrines (about one to every 12 boys) and urinals, 
out of doors, arranged in one straight line, and separated 
from the drill-ground only by a light perforated iron 
screen about 5 feet high. 

21. A sickroom for ordinary ailments (with sunny aspect). 
Nurse's room, bath, and w.c. 

22. Isolated sickroom for infectious or contagious cases 
(also witib a sunny aspect). Nurse's room, bath, and 
w.c. 

23. Coalhouse 

24. Fuelhouse. 

The whole building, dormitories, corridors, and stair- 
cases must be well lighted in every part, warmed, and 
ventilated. 

The landings, corridors, and staircases must be fire- 
proof. 

At least two good main staircases (without winders) are 
needed. These should, if possible, be placed and lighted 
towards the south for warmth and ventilation. Also fire 
escapes for emergencies. 

The roof water should all be collected and stored for use. 

Speaking tubes are desirable from the governor's bed- 
room to those of the masters, and, of necessity, to the 
sickrooms. 

Waste-pipes from sinks or lavatories should be first trapped 
inside, and then made to discharge direct through the wall 
over a trapped gulley.

That in any borough having a school board, none of the

11. In order to obtain the approval of the Secretary of 
State as aforeRaid where reqnired, the managers of the school, 
or promoters of the intended school, shall forward to the 
Secretary of State particaiars of the proposed establishment 
or purchase, and a plan of . the proposed alteration, enlarge- 
ment, rebuilding, or bailding drawn on such scale, and 
accompanied by such particulars and estimate of cost, as the 
Secretary of State thinks fit to require ; and the Secretary of 
State may approve of the particulars and plan submitted to 
him, with or without moditioation, or may disapprove of the 
same, and his approval or disapproval shall be certified by 
writing under his hand. 

Glasses of Children in Certified Day Industrial Schools. 

12. Whereas it is enacted by the 16th section of the 
Elementary Education Act, 1876, that any child authorised 
by the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, to be sent to a certified 
industrial school, may, if the court before whom the child is 
brought think it expedient, be sent to a certified day indus- 
trial school, it is hereby ordered and declared as follows : 

(a.) Any person may bring before a court of summary 
jurisdiction any child apparently under the age of four- 
teen vears that comes within either of the following 
descriptions, namely, — 

That is found begging or receiving alms (whether 
actually or under the pretext of selling or offering for 
sale any thing), or being in any street or public place for 
the purpose of so begging or receiving alms ; 
That frequents the company of reputed thieves. 

The court before whom a child is brought as coming within 
one of those descriptions, if satisfied on inquiry of that 
fact, and that it is expedient to deal with him under thia 
Order, may by an order of detention order him to be sent 
to a certified day industrial school. 

(&.) Where a child apparently under the age of twelve 
years is charged before a court of summary jurisdiction 
with an ofiPence punishable by imprisonment or a less 
punishment, but has not been convicted in England or 
Ireland of felony, or in Scotland of theft, and the child 
ought, in the opinion of the court, (regard being had to 
his^age and to the circumstances of the case,) to be dealt 
with under this Order, the court may, by an order of 
detention, order him to be sent to a certified day indus- 
trial school. 

(c.) Where the parent of a child apparently under the age 
of fourteen years represents to a court of summary juris- 
diction that he is unable to control the child, and that 
he desires that the child be sent to a certified day indus- 
trial school, the court, if satisfied on inquiry that it is 
expedient to deal with the child under this Order, ma^ by 

, an order of detention order him to be sent to a certified 
day industrial school. 

Such order of detention shall be made in manner herein- 
after provided in that behalf. 

13. Whereas by the 11th section of the Elementary Educa- 
tion Act, 1876, it is enacted in the following terms : 

If either — 

(1.) The parent of any child above the age of five years 
who is under this Act prohibited from being taken into 
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fall time employment, habitually and without reasonable 
excuse neglects to provide efficient elementary instruction 
for his child ; or 

(2.) Any child is found habitually wandering or not 
under proper control, or in the company of rogues, vaga- 
bonds, disorderly persons, or reputed criminals ; 
it shall be the duty of the local authoriby, after due warn- 
ing to the parent of such child, to complain to a court of 
summary jurisdiction, and such court may, if satisfied of 
the truth of sach complaint, order that the child do attend 
some certified efficient school willing to receive him and 
named in the order, being either such as the parent may 
select, or, if he do not select any, then such public 
elementary school as the court think expedient, and the 
child shall attend that school every time that the school 
is open, or in such other legular manner as is specified in 
the order. 
An order under this section is in this Act referred to as an 
attendance order. 

Any of the following reasons shall be a reasonable excuse :

Whereas it is enacted by the 16th and 17th sections of the 
Elementary Education Act, 1876, as follows : — 

There may be contributed out of moneys provided by 
Parliament towards the custody, industrial training, 
elementary education, and meals of children sent by an 
order of a court other than an attendance order under 
this Act to a certified day industrial school such sums not 
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exceeding one Bhilling per bead per week, and on such 
conditions as a Secretary of State from time to time 
recommends ; 

• * • • 

The managers of a certified day indnstrial school may, upon 
the request of a local authority and of the parent of a 
child, and upon the undertaking of the parent to pay 
towards the industrial training, elementary education, 
and means of such child such sum, not less than one 
shilling a week a^ a Secretary of State from time to time 
fixes, receive such child into the school nnder an attend- 
ance order or without an order of a court ; and there may 
be contributed out of moneys provided by Parliament in 
respect of that child such sum not exceeding sixpence a 
week and on such conditions as a Secretary of State from 
time to time recommends.

The conditions of a parliamentary contribution to a certified 
day industrial school, to be recommended by tiie 
Secretary of State, shall provide for the examination of 
the chiloLren according to the standards of proficiency for 
the time being in force for the purposes of a parliamentary 
grant to public elementary schools ; but may vary the 
amounts of the contributions to be made in respect of 
such standards respectively. 

Any conditions recommended by a Secretary of State for 
the purposes of contributions to a day industrial school 
shall be laid before Parliament in the same manner as 
Minutes of the Edacation Department relating to the 
annual parliamentary grant. 

Now, in pursuance of the said Act, I, the Bight Honourable 
Henry Matthews, one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries 
of State,, hereby recommend that the sums to be contributed 
oat of moneys provided by Parliament (herein-after called 
the grant) to the managers of any certified day industrial 
school, in respect of children attending the same under orders 
of detention, attendance orders, or without any order of court, 
shall be such sums, and shall be pa^d on such conditions as 
are herein -after respectively set forth. 

L No grant shall be made except on a report of the inspector 
showing that the conditions of the grant have been fulfilled.

III. The grant shall be payable in part quarterly for 
attendance, m part annually for proficiency, and for the 
discipline and organization of the school. 

For the purpose of so much of the grant as is payable 
annually, the year is reckoned as ending with the last day

VIII. For obtaining the grant for attendance under Rule 
V. and Rule VII., the average number is found by adding 
together the attendances of all the children for any period, 
and dividing the sum by the number of times the school baa 
been open for daily instruction for the same period; the 
quotient being the average number in attendance. 

IX. The attendance of a child at the school on any day 
shall not be reckoned unless such attendance includes three 
hours of secular instruction. 

X. If some unforeseen cause (such as a continued epidemic) 
make it impossible for the inspector to visit the school for 
the purpose of making his annual report theron, such sum, 
not exceeding the sum payable according to the rales herein- 
before recommended, shall be payable to the managers for 
the proficiency of the children, and for the discipline and 
organization of the school, as under the circumstances the 
Secretary of State may deem just. 

XI. The school must be efficient. A school or class is 
regarded as satisfying this rule, unless the inspector at his 
annual visit report the school or class to be inefficient, and 
state the ground of such judgment. In this .ca<e formal 
warning must be given that the grant may be withheld under 
this rule at the next annual inspection, if the inspector again 
report the school or class to be inefficient. 

If the inspector at his next annual visit again report the 
school or class to be inefficient, and give just grounds for his 
judgment, the grant may be withheld under the provisions 
of this rule. 

XII. The recommendations made by the Secretary of State 
on the 9th August 1881 are hereby withdrawn and the above 
substituted for them.

Instbuctiovs and Regulations. 

Managers of a day industrial sobool desiring to have their 
school certified under the Order in Conn oil of the 20th day of 
March 1877, must make an application for the purpose to the 
Secretary of State. 

The application must specify — 

(a.) The name and locality of the school. 

(h.) The constitution and powers of the governing body. 

(c.) The religious denomination (if any) with which the 

school is connected. 
(d.) The condition of age, sex, health, Ac, under which it 

is proposed to receive children into the school, 
(e.) The maximum number of such children, and any 
other particulars that may be deemed advisable. 
The application must be accompanied bv plans of the 
buildings and premises of the proposed school. Such plans 
must show the area, height, and connexion of the rooms, the 
external offices and conveniences attached to the buildings, 
and necessary details as to the drainage and ventilation, and 
as to the arrangements for the officers. 

The plans will not be approved unless the following con- 
ditions are complied with^ 
(a.) Site, — ^There must (except in case of special circum- 
stances) be attached to the school an extent of ground 
suiBcient for the exercise and recreation of the children 
and to secure free ventilatiop. 
(&.) Ihravnag€, — Proper provision must be made for 

drainage, 
(c.) Internal 8p<ice. — The schoolroom and day-rooms must 
each be of such dimensions as to allow 1 square and 100 
cubic feet for each child present therein. 
(d,) LaicUories. — Sufficient lavatory accommodation must 

be provided. 
If on the favourable report of the inspector a certificate be 
granted for the school, the rules of the school must be 
submitted for the Secretary of Slate's approval. 
The rules must specify — 

(a.) The name and focalty of the school : 

(h.) The constitution and powers of the governing body ; 

(c.) The religious denomination (if any) with which the 

school is connected*; 
{d,) The conditions of age, sex, health, &c. under which 
children will be received into the school ; 
and must embody the following regulations : — 

1. Number. — ^The number of children in the school shall 
not at any time exceed the number for which the certificate 
has been granted, except with the special sanction of the 
Secretary of State. 

2. Hours of Attendance. — The school hours shall be from 
8 a.m. to 6 p.m., but the school shall be open to receive 
children at any time in the morning after 6 a.m. 

L 2 
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3. Dieta/ry. — ^The children shall be supplied with one or 
more meals a day of plain wholesome food according to a 
dietary to be approved by the inspector. 

4. Instruction.-^The secular instmotion shall consist of 
reading, spelling, writing, dictation, arithmetic, and vocal 
music, and, as far as practicable, the elements of geography 
and English history. 

It shall be given for three hotirs daily. 

The religious instruction may be in accordance with the 
religious dcnominatioa of the school, or if the school is 
connected with no religious denomination, the daily course 
shall include simple family worship, hymns, and the reading 
of the scriptures, with explanations and instruction suitable 
to the age and capacity of the children attending the school. 
But this rule is subject to the 23rd clause of the said Order in 
Council, which provides that no child shall attend any 
religious observance or any instruction in religions subjects 
to which observance or instruction his parent objects. 

5. Industrial Trailing. — The industrial training shall be, for 
boys, farm or garden work or any common trade or handicraft ; 
for girls, needlework, house-work, cooking, and, so far as 
practicable, training in household duties. 

6. Time-table.'^ A time-table, showing the hours of attend- 
ance, school instruction, work, meals, &c., as approved by 
the inspector, shall be kept conspicuously affixed in every 
schoolroom. 

7. Discipline and Punishment. — The superintendent of the 
school shall be authorisfid to punish any child attending the 
school in case of misconduct. Punishment may consist of 
forfeiture of rewards and privileges ; confinement (not in a 
dark room) during school l^ours ; or, in the case of boys, 
moderate personal correction. AH punishments, with the 
fault committed, shall be recorded in a book kept for the 
purpose, to be laid before the managers at their meetings, 
and to be open to the inspector for examination. 

8. Recreation. — The children shall be allowed two houra 
daily for recreation and exercise, and may be taken out for 
exercise beyond the boundaries of the school. 

9. Visitors. — The school shall be open to the inspection of 
visitoi*B at convenient times to be fixed by the managers. 

10. JowmaZ. — The superintendent shall keep a journal in 
which he shall record all that passes of any importance, to be 
laid before the managers at their meetings and tiie inspector 
on his visits. 

11. Inspector. — All books and journals of the school shall 
be open to the inspector for examination, and, if he think it 
necessary, he may examine any teacher employed in the 
instruction of the children. His consent shall be necessary 
to the appointment of the principal schoolmaster and school- 
mistress ; and previous notice shall be given to him of the 
appointment or discharge of the superintendent, and of the 
discharge of the principal schoolmaster and schoolmistress. 

12. Registers, Eetums, <^e. — The superintendent shall keep 
a i-egister of admissions with such particulars concerning the 
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prentage and previoiiB oircamstanoes of each child as may 
ue found requisite. 

He shall also keep a register of the attendances, distinguish- 
ing therein the childi*en according as they are sent under 
oroers of detention, or under attendance orders, or attend 
without any order of court. He shall submit such register of 
attendances, duly Touched by himself and the managers, to 
the examination of the inspector at the end of each quarter, 
and at such other times as the inspector may require. He 
shall also regularly send to the oince of the inspector such 
returns and accounts as may be required, and in the month of 
January in each year a full statement of the receipts and 
expenditure of the school for the year ending on the 31 st day 
of December previous, showing all debts and liabilities duly 
Touched by the manager. 

13. Oeneral, — The officers and teachers of the school shall 
maintain the discipline and order of the school and carefully 
attend to the instruction and training of the children in 
conformity with these rules and the provisions of the Order in 
Oouncil of the 20th day of March 1877, and the children shall 
complv with these rules and obey the officers and teachers of 
the school. 

In pursuance of the Elementary Education Act, 1876, the 
Secretary of State has made the following regulations : — 

1. In the case of a child sent to a certifiecL dav industrial 
school under an attendance order or without an order of court, 
the sum which his parent shall undertake to nay towards the 
industrial training, elementary education, and meals of such 
child shall be such sum as may be a^^reed upon between 
the parent of the child and the managers of the school, not 
less than Is. and not more than 28, a week. 

2. An attendance at a certified day industrial school shall 
not count for the purpose of the First Schedule to the Ele- 
mentary Education Act, 18y6, unless it comprise three hours 
of secular instruction. 

3. The regulations made by the Secretary of State on the 
same subject on the lOth April 1877 are hereby cancelled.

Whsbsas it is expedient to make further provision for the 
education of poor and neglected children and for the estab- 
lishment of day industrial schools in Scotland, and for that 
purpose to amend and extend the Education (Scotland) Acts, 
1872 to 1883 :

- Be it therefore enacted by ihe Queen's most Excellent 
Hajestji by and with the advice and consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows : 

1. This Act may be cited as the Day Industrial Schools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, and this Act and the Education (Soot- 
land) Acts, 1872 to 1883, shall be construed together as one 
Act, and may be cited as the Education (Scotland) Acib, 1872 
to 1893. 

2. This Act shall apply to Scotland only.

3. — (1.) If a Secretary of State is satisfied that, owing to 
the circumstances of any class of population in any parish or 
burgh, a school in which industrial training, elementary 
education, and one or more meals a day, but not lodging, are 
provided for the children, is necessary or expedient for the 
proper training and control of the children of such class, he 
may, in like manner as under the Industrial Schools Act, 
1866, certify any such school (in this Act referred to as a day 
industrial school) in the neighbourhood of the said population 
to be a certified day industrial school.

Act, 1872, and the expense of maintaining such schools, 
including industrial training and meals, shall form a proper 
charge on the school fund. 

Provided that for that purpose they may acquire by pur- 
chase, or take on lease, any existing schools and teachers' 
houses, together with any land used or suitable to be cised in 
connexion therewith, without the restriction imposed by 
section thirty-seven of the said Act. 

{h,) A school board may contribute such sums of money and

attend a public or inspected school. 

(5.) The county council of any county or the mag^istrates 
of any burgh may contribute to any certified day industrial 
school on the same t«rms as they may contribute to any 
industrial school under section sixty-seven of the Prisons 
(Scotland) Act, 1877. 40 ft 41 Vict 0, fii. 

(6.) There may be contributed out of moneys proTided by 
Parliament towards the custody, industrial training, elemen- 
tary education, and meals of children sent b^ an order of a 
court other than an attendance order to a certified day indus- 
trial school such sums not exceeding one shilling per head 
per week, and on such conditions as a Secretary of State from 
time to time recommends. 

(7.) Where a court of summary jniisdiction orders a child 
to be sent to a certified day industrial school, the court shall 
also order the parent of such child, if liable to maintain him, 
to contribute to his industrial training, elementary education, 
and meals in the school such sum not exceeding two shillings 
per week as is named in the order ; it shall be Uie duty of the 
school board to obtain and enforce the said order, and every 
sum paid under the order shall be paid into the school fund. 

(8.) The managers of a certified day industrial school may, 
upon the request of the parent of a child, and upon the under- 
taking of the parent to pay towards the industrial training, 
elementary education, and meals of such child such sum, not 
less than one shilling a week, as a Secretary of State from 
time to time fixes, receive such child into the School under an 
attendance order or without an order of a court ; and there 
may be contributed out of moneys provided by Parliament in 
respect of that child such sum not exceeding sixpeni*e a week, 
and on such conditions as a Secretary of State from time to 
time recommends. 

(9.) It shall be lawful for Her Majesty from time to time, 
by Order in Council, to apply to a certified day industrial 
school the provisions of the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, and S9 ft 80 Vict c. lis. 
the Acts amending the same, with such modifications as 
appear to Her MajestT to bo necessary or proper for adapting

(11.) If a Secretary of State is of opinion that, by reason of 
a change of circumstances or otherwise, a certified day indns- 
trial school ceases to be necessary or expedient for the proper 
training and control of the children of any class of population 
in the neighbourhood of that school, ho may, after due notice, 
withdraw the certificate of the school, and thereupon such 
school shall cease to be a certified day industrial school. 

Provided that the reasons for withdrawing such certificate 
shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament within one 
month after notice of the withdrawal is given if Parliament 
be then sitting, or if not, within one month after the then next 
meeting of Parliament.

2. A day industrial school within this order shall mean a 
school in which industrial training, elementary education, 
and one oi^ more meals a day, but not lodging, are provided 
for the children. 
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The persons for the time being hayins the management or 
control of such a school shall be deemed the managers thereof 
for the pnrposes of this order. 

3. The person who for the time being is inspector of indns- 
triaJ schools nodei* the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, shall be 
also the inspector of day industrial schools. 

The Secretary of State may from time to time appoint a fife 
person or persons to assist the inspector; and erery person 
BO appointed shall hare such of the powers and duties of the 
inspector of day industrial schools as the Secretary of State 
from time to time prescribes, but shall act under the direction 
of the inspector. 

4. The Secretary of State may, on the application of the 
managers of a day industrial school, direct the inspector of 
day industrial schools to ascertain whether such school is in 
the neighbourhood of any class of population in any school 
district, the circumstances of which class are such that a day 
industrial school is necessary or expedient for the proper 
training and control of the children belonging to such class, 
and to examine into the condition of the school with respect 
to which the application is made, and its fitness for the recep- 
tion of children to be sent there under this order, and to 
report to him thereon, and the inspector shall examine and 
report accordingly. 

If satisfied with the report of the inspector the Secretary of 
State may, by writing under his hand, certify that the school 
is fit for the reception of children under this order, and there- 
upon the school shall be deemed a certified day industrial 
school. 

5. A school shall not be at the same time a certified day 
industrial school under this order, and a certified industrial 
school under the Industrial Schools fAot, 1866, or a certified 
reformatory school under any other Act. 

6. A notice of the grant of such certificate shall within one 
month be inserted by order of the Secretary of State in the 
Edinburgh Gazette. 

A copy of the gazette containing the notice shall be 
conclusive evidence of the g^ant, which may also be proved 
by the certificate itself, or by an instrument purporting to be 
a copy of the certificate, and attested as such by the inspector 
of day industrial schools. 

7. Every certified day industrial school shall from time to 
time, and at least once in each year, be inspected by the 
inspector of day industrial schools, or by a person appointed 
to assist him as aforesaid. 

8. No substantial addition or alteration shall be made 
to or in the buildings of any certified day industrial school 
without the approval in writing of the Secretary of State. 

Ootmty Councils and Magistrates of Burghs. 

9. Whereas by section 67 of the Prisons (Scotland) Act, 
J 877, it is enacted that : — 

"The commissioners of supply of any county or the 
magistrates of any burgh may resolve to contribute to 
any industrial school in any part of Scotland which has 
been ceHified by one of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State, in terms of the Industrial Schools 
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Act, 1866, or any Act amending the same, and on booE 
resolntion, stating the name of the induB trial Bohool to 
which ^ey propose to contribute, being transmitted to 
the Secretary of State for the Home Department, being 
one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State, he 
shall intimate whether he approves or disapprores of 
such resolution; and if he intimate that he approves 
thereof, such commissioners or magistrates may from 
time to time pay 01 er such snm as they may think fit to 
the directors and managers of such indnstrial school, and 
such sum shall be a charge on the county general 
assessment, or on any municipal or police or other 
assessment of any burgh, as the case may be : Provided, 
that if at any time such Secretary of State shall notify 
his withdrawal of such his approval, it shall no longer 
be lawful for the commissioners or magistrates to 
contribate to sach industrial school. 
And whereas by sub-section 6 of section 3 'Of the Day 

Industrial Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted as 

follows : — 

•* The county council of any county or the magistrates of 
any burgh may contribate to any certified day industrial 
school on the same terms as they may contribute to any 
industrial school under section Q7 of the Prisons 
(Scotland^ Act, 1877." 
It is hereby declared that the county council of counties 

and the magistrates of burghs shall have the following 

powers : — 
They may from time to time contribute such sums of 
money and on such conditions as thev think fit, towards 
the alteration, enlargement, or rebuilding of a certified 
day industrial school or the support of the inmates of 
such a school, or the management of such a school, or the 
purchase of land required for the use of a certified day 
industrial school. 
Provided, — 

Firstly, that not less than two months* previous notice 
of the intention of the council or magistrates, at a time 
and place to be mentioned in such notice, to take into 
consideration the making of such contribution, be given 
by advertisement in some one or more public newspaper 
or newspapers circulated within their jurisdiction, 
and also in the manner in which notices relating to 
business to be transacted by them are usually given : 

Secondly, that where the contribution is for alteration, 
enlargement, or rebuilding of a school, or for purchase 
of land, the approval of the Secretary of State, be 
previously given for that alteration, enlargement, 
rebuilding, or purchase. 



School Boards. 

10. Whereas by section 41 of the Education (Scotland) Aot, 
1872, it is enabled as ftillows :•— 

'*A school board of any parish or burgh may, with the 
consent of the Board of Education, establish and 
maintain therein certified industrial schools within the 
meaning of the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, and shall for 
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that parpose hare the Rame powers os they have for the 
purpose of providing sufficient public school accommo- 
dation for such parish or bargh: Providad that the 
school board, so far as regards an^ such industrial school 
shall be subject to the jurisdiction of one of Her 
Majesty's Principal Secretanes of State in the same 
manner as the managers of any other industrial school 
are subject, and such school shall be subject to the 
provisions of the said Act and not of this Act." 
and whereas by sub-section 3 of section 3 of the Day 
Industrial Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted as 
follows :— 
*^ (a.) A school board shall have the same power of 
establishing and maintaining certified day industrial 
schools as they have of establishing and maintaining 
certified industrial schools under section forty-one of the 
Education (Scotland) Act, 1872, and the expense of 
maintaining such schools, including industrial training 
and meals, shall form a proper charge on the school 
fund. 
"Provided that or that purpose they may acquire by 
purchase, or take on lease, any existing schools and 
teachers' houses, together with any land used or suitable 
to be used in ooimexion therewith, without the 
' restriction imposed by section thirty -seven of the said 

Act. 
" (6.; A school board may contribute such sums of money 
and on such conditions as it may think fit towards the 
establishment, building, alteration, or management of 
a certified day industrial school, or the purchase of land 
required for such a school, or the support of the inmates 
thereof. 
** (c.) For the purposes of this Act two or more school 
bojirds, whether of parishes or burghs, with the 
consent of a Secretary of State, may combine and agree 
together to establish and maintain a certified day 
indusirial school common to such parishes or burghs," 
and whereas by section 7 of the same Act it is enacted as 
follows : — 

"7. The consent of one of Her iffaiesty's Principal 
Secretaries of State, and not of the Scotch Education 
Department, shall be required for the establishing, 
building, and maintaining of a day industrial school by a 
school board, and to the spreading of the payment of the 
expense of such establishment and building over a 
number of years not exceeding fifty, and to the borrowing 
of money for that purpose ; and for th/ purpose of such 
borrowing, section forty-five of the Education (Scotland) 
Act, 1872, shall be held to apply to the loan in like 
manner as if one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries 
of State were Eubst'tuted therein for the Board of 
Education, and such establishment and building shall be 
deemed to be a work for which a school board is 
authorised to borrow within the meaning of the First 
Schedule to the Public Works Loans Act, 1875." 
It is hereby declared and ordered that the following XK>wers 
shall be ezerciseable by a school board. 
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(a.) A Bohool board may from time to time con tribute ffuok 
sums of money and on such conditions as they think fit, 
towards the alteration, enlargement, or rebuilding of a 
certified day industrial school, or towards the support of 
the inmates of such a school, or towards the manage- 
ment of such a school, or towards the establishment or 
building of a school intended to be a certified day 
industrial school, or towards the purchase of land 
required either for the use of an existing certified day 
industrial school, or for the site of a school intended to 
be a certified day industrial school. 

Provided — 

Firstly. That not less than 14 days* previous notice of 
the intention of the school board, at a time and place to 
be mentioned in such notice, to take into consiaeration 
the making of such contribution, be given by advertise- 
ment in some one or more public newspaper or 
newspapers circulated within the school district, and also 
in the manner in which notices relating to business to be 
transacted by the school board are usually ^ven. 

Secondly. That where the contribution is for altera- 
tion, enlarc^ment, rebuilding, establishment, or building 
of a school or intended school, or for purchase of land, 
the approval of the Secretary of State be previously 
given for that alteration, enlargement, rebuilding, 
establishment, building, or purchase. 

(b.) A school board may also, with the consent of the 
Secretary of State, establish, build, and maintain a 
certified day industrial school, and shall for that purpose 
have the same powers as they have for the purpose of 

Sroviding sufficient school accommodation for their 
istrict ; and may further, with the like consent, spread 
the payment of such establishment and building over a 
number of years not exceeding 50, and borrow money for 
that purpose; and for the purpose of such borrowing, 
section 45 of the Education (Scotland) Act, 1872, shall be 
held to apply to the loan in like manner as if a Secretary 
of State were substituted therein for the Board of 
Education, and such establishment and building shall be 
deemed to be a work for which a school board is 
authorised to borrow within the meaning of the First 
Schedule to the Public Works Loans Act, 1875. 

A certified day industrial school so established, built, 
or maintained by a school board shall be subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Secretary of State in the same manner 
as any other certified day industrial school under the 
provisions of this Order. 

11. In order to obtain the approval of the Secretary of 
State as aforesaid where required, the managers of the 
school, or promoters of the intended school, shall forward to 
the Secretary of State particulars of the proposed establish- 
ment or purchase, and a plan of the proposed all oration, 
enlargement, rebuilding, or building drawn on such scale, 
and accompanied by such particulars and estimate of cost, as 
the Secretary of State thinks fit to require ; and the Secre- 
tary of State may approve of the particulars and plan 
submitted to him, with or without modificalioui or may 
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disapproTe of the same, and his approyal or disapproyal shall 
be certified by writing under his hand. 

Classes of Children in Day Industrial Schools. 

12. Whereas it is enacted by sub-section 2 of section 3 of 
the Day Industrial Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, that:— 

"Any child authorised by the Industrial Schools Act, 
1866, to be sent to a certified industrial school may, if 
the court before whom the child is brought think it 
expedient, be sent to a certified day industrial school ; 
and any child sent to a certified day industrial school by 
an order of a court (other than an attendance order) 
may during the period specified in the order, be there 
detained during such hours as may be authorised by the 
rules uf the school, approved by the said Secretary of 
State," 
it is hereby ordered and declared as follows : — 

(a.) Any person may bring before a court of summary juris- 
diction any child apparently under the age of 14 years 
that comes within either of the following deBcriptions, 
namely, — 

That is found begging or receiying alms (whether 
actutilly or under the pretext of selling or ofiering for 
sale any thing), or being in any street or public place 
for the purpose of so begging or receiying alms ; 
That frequents the company of reputed thieyes ; 
That is lodging, Hying, or residing with common or 
reputed prostitutes, or iu a house resided in or frequented 
by prostitutes for the purpose of prostitution ; 
That frequents the company of prostitutes. 
The court before whom a chila is brought as coming 
within one of those descriptions, if satisfied on inquiry 
of that fact, and that it is expedient to deal with him 
under this Order, may by an order of detention order 
him to be sent to a certified day industrial school. 

(b.) Where a child apparently under the age of 12 years is 
chat ged before a court of summary jurisdiction with an 
ofi*ence punishable by imprisonment or a less punish- 
ment, but has not been conyicted of theft, and the child 
ought, in the opinion of the court (regard being had to 
his age and to the circumstances of the case), to be dealt 
with under this Order, the court may, by an order of 
detention, order him to be sent to a certified day 
industrial school. 

(c.) Where the parent of a child apparently under the age 
of 14 years represents to a court of summary jurisdiction 
that he is unable to control the child, and that he desires 
that the child be sent to a certified day industrial school, 
the court, if satisfied on inquiry that it is expedient to 
deal with the child under this Order, may by an order of 
detention order him to be sent to a certified day industrial 
school. 

Such order of detention shall be made in manner herein- 
after proyided in that behalf. 

13. Whereas by section 4 of the Education (Scotland) Act, 
1883, it is provided that : 

** It shall be the duty of every parent to provide efficient 
elementary education in reading, writing, and arith* 
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inetio for his children who are between five and thirteen 
years of aj^, and who have not obtained a certificate of 
ability to read and write and a knowledge of elementary 
arithmetic under section seTenty-three of the Education 
(Sootlanu) Act, 1872, as amended by this Act, and also 
for any of his children between thirteen and fourteen 
years of age who have obtained such certificate." 

And whereas by seccion 6 of the same Act it is enacted 
that : 

** It shall not be lawful for any person to take int#) bis 
employment a child being of the age of ten years and not 
more than fourteen years, unless such child (i) has passed 
the third standard prescribed by the minutes of the 
Scoteh Education Department regulating the administra- 
tion of the parliamentary grant tor education in 
Scotland for the year one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-three, or a corresponding standard prescribed by 
the said minutes for any subsequent year, and is attend- 
i g a public or inspected school in accordance with the 
provisions of the twenty-third section of the Factory and 
Workshop Act, 1878, or of any minute of the Scotch 
Education Department fixing the number of attendances 
at school to be required of such children; or (2) has 
obtained a certificate of ability to read and write, and of 
a knowledge of elementary arithmetic under the seventy- 
third section of the Education (Scotland) Act, 1872, as 
amended by the immediately succeeding section." 
that is] section 7 which enacts that : 

** A certificate of ability to read and write, and of a know- 
ledge of elementary arithmetic shall not be granted in 
favour of any child by one of Her Majesty's Inspectors 
under section seventy-three of t^e Education (Scotland) 
Act, 1872, unless such child has passed the fifth standard 
prescribed by the minutes of the Scotch Education 
Department regulating the administration of the parlia- 
mentary grant for education in Scotland for the year." 

And whereas by section d of the same Act it is enacted 
that : 

If the parent of any child without reaaoTTsble excuse 
neglects to provide efficient elementary education as 
aforesaid for his child, or fails to secure the rej^ular 
attendance of his child at some public or inspected 
school, it shall be lawful for the school Ix^ard, after due 
warning to the parent of such child, to complain to a 
coart of summary jurisdiction, and such court may, if 
satisfied of the truth of such complaint, order that the 
child do attend some public or inspected school willing 
to receive him, and named in the order, being either 
such as the parent may select, or if he do not select any, 
then such as the court think expedient, and the child 
shall attend that school every time the school is open, 
and during the whole time such school is open for the 
instruction of children of similar age, including the day 
fixed by Her Majesty's Inspector for his annual visit, 
or in such other regular manner as is specified in the 
order. 

'* An order under this section is in this Act referred to 
aa an attendance.order."

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And whereas bj section 11 of the same Act it is enacted 

that anj of the following reasons shall be a ^* reasonable 

excuse" within the meaning of the said section 9 quoted 

above : — 

a. That the child has been preyented from ajitending schooi 

hj sickness or any unavoidable cause. 
h. That there is no public or inspected school which the 
child can attend within three miles measured according 
to the nearest road from the residence of such child, 
and whereas by sub-section 4 of section 8 of the Day Industrial 
Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted : — 
*' lu the case of any complaint under section nine of the 
Education (Scotland) Act, 1883, a court of summary 
jurisdiction may order a child to attend a certified day 
industrial school, in the same manner and under the same 
conditions as such court is empowered by that section to 
order a child to attend a public or inspected school." 
It is hereby ordered and declared that in the event of the 
court determining to make an attendance order reouiring a 
child to attend a certified day industrial school, sucn attend- 
ance order shall be made in manner herein-after proyidod in 
that behalf. 

14 And whereas by section 4 of the Day Industrial Sehools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted as follows :^^ 

** Where an attendance order is not complied with, witliout 
any reauonable excuse within the meaning of the Educa-^ 
tion (Scotland) Act, 1883, a court of summary jurisdiction^ 
on complaint made by the school board, maj» if it think 
fit, order as follows : — 

' * (1.) In the fir^t case of non-compliance, if the parent of 
the child does not appear, or appears and fails to satisfy 
the court that he has used all reasonable efibrts to enforce 
compliance with the order, the court may impose a penalty 
not exceeding twenty shillings with expenses, or of 
imprisonment not exceeding fourteen days; but if the 
court is satisfied that he has used all reasonable efforts as 
aforesaid, the court may» without infiicting a penalty,, 
order the child to be sent to a certified day industrial 
school; and 

*' (2.) In the second or any subsequent case of non^ 
compliance with the order» the court may order tha 
chila to be sent to a certified day industriiil school, and 
may further in its discretion inflict any such penalty aa 
aforesaid, or it may for each such non-compliance inflict 
any such penalty as aforesaid without ordering the child 
to be sent to an industrial school. 

*' Provided that a complaint under this section with respeet 
to a continuing non-compliance with any attendance 
order shall not be repeated by the school board at any 
less interval than one mouth. 

** An carder under this section directing a child to be sent 
to a certified day industrial school shall specify the time 
during which the child is to be liable to detention in the 
school, being such period as to the court seems proper^ 
not exceeding three years, nor extending beyond the time 
when the child will, in the opinion of the courts attain the 
age of 14 years.

" A child shall he sent to a certified day indoBtrial school 
in pursuance of this section in like manner as if sent in 
purauanoe of the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, and when 
so sent shall be deemed to h&ve been sent in pursuance 
of that Act and the Acts amending the same ; and the 
parent, if liable under the said Acts to contribute to the 
maintenance and training of his child when sent to an 
industrial school, shall be liable so to contribute when 
his child is sent in pursuance of this section." 

It is hereby ordered and declared that if on non-compliance 
with an attendance order a court of summary jurisdiction, in 

garsuance of the said 4th section of the said Day Industrial 
chools (Scotland) Act, order a child to be sent to a certified 
day industrial school, such order shall be an order of deten- 
tion within the meaning of this order, and shall be made in 
manner herein- after provided in that behalf. 



15. Whereas by section 3 of the Day Industrial Schools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted that : — 

'* The managers of a certified day industrial school may, 
upon the request of the parent of a child, and upon the 
undertaking of the parent to pay towards the inaustrial 
training, elementary education, and meals of such child 
such sum. not less than one shilling a week, a? a Secretary 
of State from time to time fixes, receive such child into 
the school under an attendance order or without an order 
of a court ; and there may be contributed out of moneys 
provided b^ Parliament in respect of that child such sum 
not exceed ug sixpence a week, and on such conditions as 
a Secretary of State from time to time recommends." 
It is hereby ordered that in such case as aforesaid the 

undertaking of the parent may be made as herein-after 

provided in that behalf. 

16. Whereas by section 6 of the Day Industrial Schools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enated that : — 

•• Where a child is sent to a certified industrial school under 
this Act the managers of such industrial school may, if 
they think fit, at any time after the child has been 
detained in such school for any continuous period of one 
month, and shall after the child has been detained in such 
school for any continuousjperiod of three mbnths, give him 
a licence under section 27 of the Industrial Schools Act, 
1866, to live out of the school, but the licence shall be 
conditional upon the child attending as a day scholar, in 
such regular manner as is specified in the licence, some 
school willing to receive him and named in the licence, 
and being a public or inspected school.*' 

It is hereby ordered as follows : — 

A child sent to a certified day industrial school may be 
licensed in like manner as a child sent to a certified 
industrial school. 

The licence given to a child who has been sent to a certified 
industrial school, or to a child who has been sent to a 
certified day industrial school, may he made conditional 
on his regular attendance as a day scholar at a certified 
day industrial school as if it were a public or inspected 

. school. 
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Any child who in pnrsnance of such a licence attends a 
certified day indnstrial school, shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of this order relating to a child attending a certified 
day industrial school vrithont an order of court. 

Frovisions as to Orders of Detention, Attendance Ordws. 
Contributions of Parents^ Sfc, 

17. Whereas by section 8 of the Day Industrial Schools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted that : — 

** No order shall be made under this Act, or under the 
Industrial Schools Act, 1866, directing a child to be sonc 
to a certified day industrial school, except by a sherifi* or 
by any two justices of the peace or any magistrate or 
magistrates who have jurisdiction under the Summary 
Jurisdiction* (Scotland) Acts, sitting in open court." 

And whereas by section 3 of the same Act it is enacted 
that: — 

•• (1.) Where a court of summary jurisdiction orders a child 
to be sent to a certified day industrial school, the court 
shall also order the parent of such child, if liable to 
maintain him, to contribute to his industrial training, 
elementary education, and meals in the school, such sum 
not exceeding two shillings per week as is named in the 
order ; it shall be the dnty of the school board to obtain 
and enforce the said order, and every sum paid under the 
order shall be paid into the school fund." 
and that — 

'* (2.) Any child^sent to a certified day industrial school by 
an order of court (other than an attendance order) may 
during the period specified in the order be there detained 
during such hours as may be authorised by the rules 
of the school approved by the said Secretary of State.** 

Which hours are in this Order referred to under the 
expression *' school hours." 

It is hereby ordered that with respect to an order of 
detention in a certified day industrial school the following 
provisions shall apply : — 

(a.) The order of detention shall be made in open court, 
shall specify the name of the school, and shall be in 
writing signed by the sheriff, or by the two justices of 
the peace, or by the magistrate or magistrates having 
jurisdiction under the Summary Jurisdiction (Scotland) 
Acts : 

((.) The school shall be some certified day industrial school 
within three miles of the residence of the child (whether 
situate within the jurisdiction of the court making the 
order or not) the managers of which are willing to receive 
the child ; and in determining on such school the court 
shall endeavour to ascertain the religious persuasion to 
which the child belongs, and shall if possible select a 
school conducted in accordance with such religious 
persuasion, and the order shall specify such religious 

rsrsuasion :^ 
The order shall i»pecify the period for which the child is 
during school hours to be detained in the school, being 
such period as to the court seems proper for tlie teaching 
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and ta^ining of the child, bnt not in kdj case for more than- 
three years or extending beyond the time when the child 
will attain the age of 14 years : 

(d.) The order of detention in a school shall be forwarded to 
the managers of the school, and shall be a safficient 
warrant for the detention of the child there during school 
hours ; and the reception of the child by the managers of 
the school shall be deemed to be an undertaking by them 
to proyide him with industrial training, elementary 
education, and one or more meals a day, but not lodging, 
during the whole period for which he is liable to be 
detained in the school, or until the withdrawal or resig- 
nation of the certificate of the school takes effect, or until 
the contribution to the school out of money provided by 
Parliament is discontinued, whicheyer shall first 
happen: 

(e.) if the parent, step-parent, or guardian, or if there be 
no parent, step-parent, or gaardian, then the god-parent 
or nearest adult relative of a child sent or about to be 
sent under an order of detention to a certified day 
industrial school which is not conducted in accordance 
with the religious persuasion to which the child belongs, 
states to the court o^ summary jurisdiction, by whom tne 
order of detention has been or is about to be made, that 
he objects to che child being sent to or detained in the 
school specified or about to be specified in the order, and 
names another certified dav industrial school within three 
miles of the residence of the child which is conducted in. 
accordance with the religious per»iuasion to which the 
chiid belongs, and signifies his desire that the child be 
sent thereto, then and in every such case the court shall, 
upon proof of such child's religious {)ersuasion, comply 
witli tne request of the applicant, provided — 

Firstly, that the application be made before the child 
has been sent to a certified day industrial school or within 
30 days after his arrival at such school : 

Secondly, that the applicant show to the satisfaction of 
the court of summary jurisdiction that the managers of 
the school named by aim are willing to receive the 
child. 

(/.) By the same order, or by a subsequent order, the 
court bhal] order the parent of the child, if the parent is 
liable to maintain him, to contribute to his industrial 
training, elementary education, and meals in the school, 
such sum not exceeding two shillings per week as is 
named in the order. 

18. Whereas by section 3 of the Day Industrial Schools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted — 

*' (4.) In the case of any complaint under section nine of the 

Education (Scotland) Act, 1883, a court of summary 

jurisdiction may order a child to attend a certified day 

industrial school in the same manner and under the same 

conditions as such court is empowered by that section to 

order a child to attend a public or inspected school." 

It is hereby ordered that witb respect to an attendanoe 

order requiring attendance in a certified day industrial 

school, the following provisions shall apply : — 

. (a ) The attendance order shall be maae in open <^urt» and 
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shall be in writing signed by the sheriff or by the two 
justices of the peace, or by the maeistrate or magistrates 
haying jurisdiction under the Summary Junsdiotion 
(Scotland) Acts : it shall specify the name of the school 
and the religious persuasion to which the child appears 
to the court to belong : 

(h,) The school shall be some certified day industrial school, 
the managers of which are willing to receive the child, 
and shall be situated within three miles of the residence 
of the child : 

(c.) The attendance order shall specify the period for which 
the child is to attend the school, being such period aa to 
the court seems proper, but not in any case for more 
than one year or extending beyond the time when the 
child will attain the age of 14 years : 

(d.) Unless the order otherwise specifies, the child shall, so 
long as the attendance order is in force, attend the school 
eYBij time that the school is open : 

(0.) The attendance order shall be forwarded to the 
managers of the school, and the reception of the child by 
the managers of the school shall be deemed to be an 
undertaking by them to provide him with iudnstrial 
training, elementary education, and one or more meals a 
day, but not lodging, during the whole period during 
which such attendance order is in force, or until the 
withdrawal or resignation of the certificate of the school 
takes effect, or uatil the contribution to the school of 
money provided by Parliament is discontinued, whichever 
shall first happen; provided that such undertaking of 
the managers shall be suspended during any week with 
respect to which the contribution of the parent has not 
been paid in advance, 

19. Whereas it is enacted by section 3 of the Day Industrial 
Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, that the managers of ft certified 
da^ industrial school may, on the request of the parent of 9 
child, and on the undertakiug of the parent to pay towards

ordered that the reception of the child by the managers of a 
school shall be taken to be an undertaking bv them to provide 
him with, industrial training, elementary education, and one 
or more meals a day, but not lodging, for the term agreed 
upon with the managers, or until the withdrawal or resig- 
nation of the certificate of the school takes effect, or until th^ 
contribution to the school gf money provided by Parliament 
is discontinued, whichever shall first happen ; provided that 
such undertaking of the managers shall be suspended during 
any week with respect to which the contribution of the parent 
has not been paid m advance. 

The undertaking of the nareut shall specify the religious 
persuasion to which the child belongs, and may be made in th9 
form set forth in the schedule boreto. 
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Parliamenta/ry Grant to and Management of School. 

$iO. Whereas it is enacted bj section 3 of the Day Industrial 
Bcnools (Scotland) Act, 1893, as foUows : 

•* (6.) There may be contaribnted out of moneys provided by 
Parliament towards the custody, industrial training, 
elementary education, and meals of children sent by an 
order of a court other than an attendance order to a 
certified day industrial school such sums not exceeding 
one shilling per head per week, and on such conditions 

as a Secretary of State from time to time recommends :

* * (8.) The managers of a certified day industrial school may, 
upon the request of the parent of a child, and upon the 
undertaking of the parent to pay towards the industrial

It is hereby ordered that it shall be the duty of the inspector 
of day industrial schools, acting under the directions of the 
Secretary of State, to ascertain that such conditions have 
been dnly observed. 

21. It is hereby ordered that it shall be the duty of the 
inspector of day industrial schools to see that the provisions 
of sections 6, 7, and 8 of the Education (Scotland) Act, 1883, 
and the regulations of the Scotch Education Department as 
to certificates and other matters relating thereto, be strictly 
observed in certified day industrial schools. 

22. A minister of the religious persuasion which, as the 
case may b^, is specified in the order of detention or attendance 
order as that to which the child apj)ears to the court making 
the order to belong, or specified in the undertaking of the 
parent of a child attending the school without an order of 
court as that to which the child belongs, may visit the child 
at the school on such days and at such times as are from time 
to time fixed by regulations made by the Secretary of State 
for the purpose of instructing him in religion. 

It shall not be required as a condition of any child being 
admitted into or continuing in a certified day industrial 
school, whether under an order of detention, attendance 
order, or otherwise, that he shall attend or abstain from 
attending any Sunday school or any place of worship, or that 
he shall attend any religious observance or any instruction 
in religious subjects in the school or elsewhere to which 
observance or instruction his parent objects, or that he shall » 
if withdrawn by his parent, attend the school on any day 
Exclusively set apart for religious observance by the religious 
body to which his parent belongs, and the parent may, on any 
ttuch day, withdraw the child accordingly* 
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23. The managers of a certified day indnfltrial school shall 
from time to time make mles for the management and 
discipline of the school, not heing inconsistent with the 
proTudons of this Order ; but those rales shall not be in force 
until they have been approved in writing by the Secretary of 
State ; and rales so approved shall not be aJtered without the 
like approval. 

A printed copy of rales purporting to be the rules of a 
school so approved, and to be signed by the inspector of day 
industrial schools, shall be evidence of the rules of the school. 

24. A certificate purporting to be signed by one of the 
managers of a certified day industrial school or their secretary 
or clerk, or by the superintendent or other person in charge 
of the school, to the effect that the child therein named was 
duly rflceived into and is at the signing thereof liable to 
detention in the school under an order of detention, or required 
to attend thereat under an attendance order, or has been duly 
disdiFirged or removed therefrom, or otherwise disposed of 
according to law, shall be evidence of the matters therein 
stated. 

25. The day industrial school named in an order of detention 
or an attends^ce order shall be presumed to be a certified day 
industrial school until the contrary is shown. 

26. An instrument purporting to be an order of detention, 
or an attendance order, and to be signed by the sheriff, two 
justices, or a magistrate or magistrates, as the case may be, 
or purporting to oe a copy of sach an order, and to be certified 
as such a copy by the clerk to the court by whom the order 
was made, shall be evidence of the order. 

Licences. 

27. Whereas by section 6 of the Day Industrial Schools 
(Scotland) Act, 1893, it is enacted that — 

" Where a child is sent to a certified industrial school under 
this Act the managers of such industrial school may, if 
they think fit, at any time after the child has been detained 
in such school for any continuous period of one month,, 
and shall, after the child has been detained in such school 
for any continuous period of three months, give him a 
licence under section twenty-seven of the Indus^al 
Schools Act, 1866, to live out oi the school, but the licence 
shall be conditional upon the child attending as a day 
scholar, in such regular manner as is specified in the 
licence, some school willing to receive him and named^ in. 
the licence, and being a public or inspected school." 

It is hereby ordered that — 

Any licence granted by the managers of a certified day 
industrial school shall not be in force for more thaik 
three months, but may at any time before the expiration 
of those three months be renewed for a further peripd not 
exceeding three months, to commenoe from the expira- 
tion of the previous period of three months, and so from 
time to time tmtil the period of the child's detention is 
expired ; 

Any such licence may also be revoked at auy time by the 
managers of the school by writing uuder their hands, aril 
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therenpon the child to whom the lioenoe related may be 
reqaired by them, by writing under their handa, to return 
to the school . 

The time daring which a child is. absent fW>m a certified 
day indnstrial school in pursuance of a licence conditional 
on his attending another school* shall, except where such 
licence has been forfeited by his misconduct, be deemed 
to be part of the time of his detention in the certified day 
industrial school, and at the expiration of the time allowed 
by the licence he shall be taken back to the certified 
industrial school. 

A child refusing to return to the school on the revocation of 
^is licence, or on the expiration of the time allowed 
thereby, shall be deemed to haye escaped from the 
lichooh 



Offences cU School, §fc, 

28. Where an order of detention has been made ordering a 
^hild to be sent to a certified day industrial school, then if 
whilst such order is in force the child wilfally neglects to 
attend thereat, or wilfully neglects or wilfully refuses to 
/conform to the rules of tne school, he shall be guilty of an 
offence against this order, and may at any time before the 
expiration of his period of detention be apprehended without 
warrant, and brought before a court of summary jurisdiction, 
and on summary conyiction of such ofience shall be liable to 
be sent to a certified industrial school as if he were a child 
coming within the proyisions of the Industrial Schools Act, 
1866. Provided that the court, if it think fit, may without 
proceeding to committment dismiss the child with a warning, 
or require a surety or sureties for his due attendance at 
sphool and conformifiy with the rules thereof for a period of 
six months. 

29. Where an order of detention has been made ordering a 
phild to be sent to a certified day industrial school, then if, 
whilst such order is in force, any person knowingly induces 
the child not to attend such school, or knowingly prevents or 
knowingly assists in preventing him fron^ attending such 
school, or knowingly conceals the child in order that he may 
not be sent to such school, he shall be guilty of an off^^ce 
against this Order, and on conyiction thereof before a court 
of summary jurisdiction, shall be liable to a penalty pot 
exceeding oL 



Disoharge, ^e. qf Children from School. 

30. An order of discharge of a child from an order of 
detention or an attendance or^er may be n^ade : 
a. By the Secretary of State ; or 
h. By the same court of summary jurisdiction as that which 

made the original order, upon the application or with the 

consent of the Sc}iool Board. 

81. A child under an order of detention or attendance order 
may b^ an order of transfer, made by a court of summary 
jurisdiction, be transferred to another certified day industrial 
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Bchool, the managen whereof are willing to receire himt 
Biibject to the following proTiBionB : 

1. The court making the order of transfer shall be the same 
court as that which made the original order of detention 
or attendance order. 

2. The order of transfer shall not be made, except on the 
request of the School Board and the parent. 

3. Tne residence of the ohild shall be either the same as at 
the date oi the original order, or iii a place within the 
same school district. 

4. The school, in the case of a child under an order of 
detention, shall, if possible, be a school oondaoted in 
accordance with the religions persuasion specified in such 
ord^r as that to which the child appears to belong ; and, 
in the case of a child under an attendance order, shall be 
selected by the parent ; and in either case shall be within 
three miles of the residence of the ohild^ 

5. The order of transfer shall specify the religious per- 
suasion to which such child belongs. 

6. The order of transfer shall be forwarded to the managers 
of the school named therein. 

Upon the making of an order of transfer the original order, 
and the undertaking (if any) made by the parent to cou tribute, 
shall continue to apply as if for the school named in the 
original order and undertaking there were substituted the 
school named in the order of transfer. 

The power conferred by^ this clause of transferring a ohild 
under an order of detention shall be in addition to the pro- 
Tision for transfer contained in the 36th clause of this order. 

WiihdravDolt ^. of OerlificcUe of School. 

32. Whereas it is enacted by section 3 of the Day Industrial 

Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, as follows: 

• ••••• 

" (11.) If a Secretary of State is of opinion that, b^ reason 
of a change of circumstances or otherwise, a certified day 
industrial school ceases to be necessary or expedient for 
the proper training and contr<d of the children of any 
class of population in the neighbourhood of that school, 
he may, after doe notice, withdraw the certificate of the 
school, and thereupon such school shall cease to be a 
certified day industrial school. 
'* Provided that the reasons for withdrawing such certifi- 
cate shall be laid before both Houses S Parliament 
within one month after notice of the withdrawal is giTen, 
if Parliament be then sitting, or if not, within one month 
after the then next meeting of Parliament." 
'It is hereby ordered that such notice shall be under the 
hand of the Secretary of State, and shall be addressed to and 
seryed on the managers of such school, and shall declare that 
the certificate of the school is withdrawn as from a time 
specified in the notice, not being less than six months after 
the date thereof ; and at that time the certificate shall be 
deemed to be withdrawn accordingly, and the school shall 
thereupon cease to be a certified day industrial school. 

33. The managers or the executors or administrators of a 
deceased manager (if only one) of a certified day industrial 
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Bohool may g^ye notice in writing to the Secretary of Stat«- 
of their intention to resign the certificate of that school; and 
at the expiration in the case of managers of six months, and 
in the case of executors or administrators of one month, from 
the receipt of that notice by the Secretary of State (unless 
before that time the notice is withdrawn) the certificate shall 
be deemed to be resigned accordingly, and the school shall 
thereupon cease to be a certified day industrial sohooL 

34. A notice of the withdrawal or resignation of the certifi- 
cate of a certified day industrial school shall within one 
month be inserted, by order of the Secretary of State, in the 
Edvnhwrgh OaxeUe. 

A copy of the Chzette containing such notice shall be con- 
clusive evidence of such withdrawal or resignation. 

A certificate shall be presumed to be in force until the 
withdrawal or resignation thereof is proved. 

35. Where notice is given of the withdrawal or resignation 
of the certificate of a certified day industrial school, no child 
i(Lall be received into the school under this order after the 
receipt by the managers of the school of the notice of with- 
drawal, or after the date of the notice of resignation, as the 
case may be, but the obligation of the managers to provide 
industi'ial training, elementary education, and one or more 
meals a day, but not lodging, for the children who may ac the 
time of such receipt or at the date of such notice be attending 
such school, whether under an order of detention, or under an 
attendance order, or without an order, shall, except as far as 
the Secretary of State otherwise directs, be deemed to con- 
tinue until the withdrawal or resignation of the certificate 
takes effect, or until the contribution out of money provided 
by Parliament towards the school is discontinued, whichever 
shall first happen ; provided that in the case of a child attend-^ 
ing school under an attendance order, or without an order, 
such obligation shall be suspended during any week in respect 
of which the contribution of the parent has not been paid in 
advance. 

36. Where a school ceases to be a certified day industrial 
school the children who are under an order of detention or 
order of attendance at the school shall be discharged by 
order of the Secretary of State, or transferred in manner 
aforesaid to some other certified day industrial school by 
orders of transfer made by a court of summary jurisdiction. 

Miscellomeotis. 

37. "No summons, notice, or order made for the purpose of 
carrying into effect the provisions of this Order shall be in- 
validated for want of form only; and the forms in the 
schedule to this Order annexed, or forms to the like effect, 
may be used in the cases to which they refer, with such 
variations as circumstances reqaire, and when used shall be 
deemed sufficient. 

Provided that any such form shall cease to be available in 
the event of the Secretary of State making obligatory the 
use of another form for the same purpose under the 3rd 
section of the Day Industrial Schools (Scotland) Act, 1893, 
by which the Secretary of State has power from time to time 
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to make, and when made, to reyoke and yary, the forms of 
orders for sending a child to a day indnstrial school, and the 
manner in which children are to be sent to saoh school. 

38 Any notice may be serred on the managers of a certi- 
fied day industrial school by being delirered to any one of 
them personally, or by being sent by post or otherwise in a 
letter addressea to them or any of them at the school, or at 
the usual or last known place oi abode of any of the managers^ 
or of their secretary or clerk. 

39. In this Order : 

The term " child " means a child between the ages of fiye 

years and fourteen years : 
The term "parent" includes euarcHan and eyery person 

who is liable to maintain or has the actual custoay of a 

child : 
The term " Summary Jurisdiction (Scotland) Acts " shall 

mean the Summary Jurisdiction (Scotland) Acts, 1864 

and 1881, aud any Act, past or future, amending those 

Acts or either of them : 
The term ''Court of Summary Jurisdiction" moans a 

sheriff or two justices of the peace, or a magistrate or 

ma^strates who haye jurisdiction under the Summary 

Jurisdiction (Scotlatid) Acts: 
The expression " county " means a county exclusiye of any 

burgn wholly or partially situate therein, and does not 

include a county of a city : 
The expression " burgh " means any royal or parliamentary 

burgh : 
The terms "local authority," ••parish," and school 

district," haye the same meaning as in the Education 

(Scotland) Acts. 

40. Nothing in this Order shall be construed to be contrary 
to any of the provisions of the Day Industrial Schools (Scot- 
land) Act, 189«5, and nothing in this Order shall in any way 
affect the proyisions of the Order made by the Secretary of 
State on tne 9th of August 1881 under the proyisions of the 
Glasgow Juvenile Delinquency Prevention and Bepression

An Act for the Provision, Eegnlation, and Maintenance of 
County Industrial Schools in Middlesex. 
• [24th July 1854.] 

Wb£SEA8 it is expedient to make provision for the care, 
reformation, and education of juvenile oilendera in the 
county of Middlesex, hut that object cannot be effected 
without the authority of Parliament ; may it therefore please 
your Majesty that it may be enacted ; and be it enacted by 
the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows (that is to say) : 

Interpretation of tenni, I. In the construction of this Act the following words shall 

have the meanings hereby assigned to them respectively, 
unless there be anything in the subject or context repugnant 
to such construction ; namely, 
The words '* general or quarter sessions " shall include any 

adjournment thereof : 
The word* "juvenile offender" shall mean any perjion 
whose age (in the opinion of any judge, justice or 
justices, or police magistrate or magistrates, before, 
whom such person shall bo charged, or c? any committee 
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of yisitors elected as herein-after mentioned), is above 
seyen years and nnder fourteen years, and who shall be 
convicted before any judge, jnatice or jastices, or police

The seyeral persons elected members of any committee 
of yisitors shall, within one month after their election, 
assemble at some conyeiiient place, to be named in a notice 
in writing given by two or more of snch yisitors to the 
several members of snch committee or by the clerk to the 
outgoing committee by direction of two or more of the said 
yisitors, snch notice to be given to each member personally, 
or left at his place of abode, or transmitted tq him througb 
the Post Office seven days at least before the time appointed 
for snch meeting ; and the said committee of visitors may 
adjonm the said meeting from time to time, or from place to 
place, and may meet where and as often as they think neces- 
sary ; and the said committee of visitors shall, at their first 
meeting after their election, elect one of their members to be 
their chairman, who shall preside at all meetings at which he 
is present ; and in case of the absence of the chairman from 
any meeting, the members of the committee then present 
shall elect one of snch members to be chairman for the 
meetinj^, who shall preside at the meeting ; and to constitute 
a meeting of a committee there shall be present not less than 
three members thereof, except for adjournment, which may 
be made by less than three; and every question shall be 
decided by a majority of votes (the chairman, whether per- 
manent or temporary, having a vote), and in the event of an 
equality of votes on any question the chairman for the time 
bein^ shall have an additional or casting vote. 

YII. If any committee of yisitors neglect to adjourn any 
meeting of such visitors, and whenever any circumstance 
shall render the meeting of such committee necessary or 
convenient before the time to which their meeting may have 
been last adjourned, and in any other case in which a meeting 
of such committee shall be desirable, the chairman of the 
committee or any two of the visitors may, and the clerk of 
such committee of visitors whenever required in writing by 
the chairman or two of the visiters to do so, shall convene a 
new meeting by a notice in writing to each visitor of the time 
and place of such meeting, such notice to be delivered, left, 
or transmitted as aforesaid seven days at least before the 
time appointed for the meeting. 

Yin. Every committee of visitors shall appoint a clerk at 
such salary or remuneration as such visitors think fit, and 
may from time to time, if and when they think fit, remove 
any clerk appointed by them, or any future clerk, and in any 
such case, or in case of the death or resignation of any such 
clerk, shall appoint a new clerk ; and the clerk to any com- 
mittee of visitors may also be the clerk of any industrial 
school, and any clerk to any committee of visitors shall, 
unless he sooner die, resign, or be removed, continue in office 
so long as snch committee shall continue in office. 

IX. The powers of any committee of visitors, and of the 
members thereof, appointed or elected as herein directed, 
shall continue until the first meeting of the committee by 
which such first-mentioned committee is to be succeeded. 
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X. In case any member of any committee of visitors shall Proviiipii for mippljinfir 
die, resign, or become incapable to act, the justices assembled ▼•oMicietmoommittaei.

justice in his place ; but, notwithstanding any yacanoy in any 
committee of visitors, the continuing members or visitors 
may act as if no such vacancy had occurred. 

XI. The justices of the said county may, at any general or When ■ooommodAtioa 
quarter sessions, if it shall appear to them that the industrial Jlu^^tf J^j^SSS 
school or schools are inadequate or unfit for the proper ^ winaoaq 
accommodation of the juvenile offenders of the said county, 

resolve that it is expedient to enlarge any existing industrial 
school or schools, or to provide a new or additional industrial 
school, or new or additional schools, in like manner as herein- 
before directed, and may appoint a separate * committee for 
enlarging any such industrial school or schools as aforesaid, 
or for erecting or providing and for managing such new or 
additional school or schools ; but no further steps for enlarging 
any existing school or schools, or for erecting or providinfl; 
such additional industrial school or schoals as last mentioned, 
shall be taken without the consent in writing of one of 
Her Majesty's principiJ Secretaries of State. 

XII. Any committee of visitors having authority under committee to nwlw 
this Act to provide an industrial school (but subject as herein- oontncti, but subject to 
after mentioned) may procure, examine, and dfitermine on Jgigj*J*i<« <rf ^i""*^ 
plans and estimates for the same, and contract for the pur- 
chase of lands and buildings (including sufficient land, not 

exceeding one hundred acres, to be used for the purpose of 
training and practising any juvenile offenders in such school 
in agricultural and horticultural labour), and in case of 
buildinfi;B, either with or without any fittings up and furni- 
ture belonging thereto, and also may enter into contracts for 
building, erecting, altering, improving, restoring,, furnishing, 
and completing, or otherwise providing such industrial 
school, and rendering the same in all respects fit and ready 
for the reception of juvenile offenders, and for making, laying 
out, and completing the offices, outbuildings, yards, courts, 
outlets, grounds, land, and appurtenances, of or to such 
industrial school, and for providing food, clothing, and 
necessaries for the inmates, and everything necessary for the 
opening, carrying on, and maintaining of any such industrial 
school ; and any committee of visitors having power to 
enlarge, alter, or improve any induhtrial school shall have 
like powers for the purpose of enlarging, altering, or improv- 
ing such industrial school, or the offices, outbuildings, yardn, 
courts, outlets, grounds, lands, and appurtenances thereto 
belonging ; and any person contracting for building or doing 
any other such work as aforesaid sluul give to the clerk of 
such visitors sufficient security for the due performance of 
his contract, and all orders relating thereto shall be entered 
in a book to be kept by the clerk to such visitors ; and when 
anch industrial school and appurtenances, or (as the case may 
be) the additions to or alterations or improvements thereor* 
are completed, such book shall be deposited with the clerk 
of the peace, and kept among the records of the said county: 
Provided always, that the said visitors shall from time to tima 
make their report to the general or quarter sessions of the 
said county of the several planfi, estimates^ and contracts

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which have heeh agreed upon, and of the snm or Bums of 
money necOBaary to be raised and levied for defraying the 
purchase moneys and expenses thereof, which plans, esti- 
mates, and contnicts shall be subject to the appyobation of 
the oonrt or courts of general or quarter sessions of the said 
county, and no contract shall be entered into until such 
appro val be obtained, save where the amount to be expended 
does not esoeed an amount previouHly fixed by the court or 
courts of general or quarter sessions of the said county. 

XIII. Any committee of visitors (subject to such approba- 
tion as aforesaid) may purchase in perpetuity and take a 
conveyance from any person having absolute power to sell 
and convey any lands or baildings in consideration of a yearly 
rentcharge or annual sum to be limited to such person, his 
heirs ana assigns, or as he or they shall direct, out of the 
lands or builmngs to be purchased, and the same shall 
accordingly be conveyed as aforesaid, subject thereto and to 
powers 01 distress and entry for securing the same. 

XIY. Any industrial school to be provided for \}\e said 
county may be without the limits of the said county ; and

purpose ; and on any exchange money may be paid by either 
party by way of equality of exchange ; and the provisions with 
respect to purchase money or compensation coming to parties 
having limited interest, or prevented from treating or not 
making title, shall apply to any money coming to any -such 
parties on exchange ; and any lands to be purchased or taken' 
m exchange for the purposes hereof shall be conveyed to such 
persons, being not less than five in number, and in such 
manner as the committee t>f visitors purchasing the same, or 
taking the same in exchange, may direct, in trust for the 
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parposes hereof: and imy oonreyanoe to be so made shall 
have the like canae and effect as a oonveyanoe made ander 
section eighty-one of the laid *' Lands Glanses Oonsolidation 
Act."

for the time being shall desire to be discharged from such 
trust, the committee of visitors of the industrial school or 
schools to which such land or building shall appertain may 
appoint such a number of new trustees, beina; not less 
(together with the continuing trastees or trustee.

XIX. Eyery committee of yisitors, with the pre^ioas con- 
sent of one of Her Majesty's principal Secretaries of State, 
nnder his hand, may sell, either by pnblic auction or private 
contract, and subject to any conditions, or give in exchange 
for other lands or buildings, any lands or buildings or paruS 
of lands or buildings belonging to any industrial school, which 
may have been purchased or otherwise acquired under the 
provisions herein contained, and which may have been found 
unsuitable, or shall not be required for such purposes, and 
pay or receive any money by way of equality of exchange, and

persons named in such certificates during the period therein 
specified. And the expression inmatei shall mean and 
include young persons trained, educated, clothed, and fed 
wholly or partly in the houses of refuge, whether lodged 
therein or permitted to lodge at the dwelling of a parent or 
other person. And, as regards the inmates mentioned in this 
section of this Act, the directors shall haye the sole power 
of determining the fitness or unfitness of eyery person Tor 
admission into the houses of refuge ; and it shall be lawful 
for the directors, if and when they shall see cause so to do, 
discharge and dismiss any inmate, as also entirely to cease 
and discontinue to receiye the said inmates into the houses 
of refuge. 

30. If one of Her Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State 
herein-after referred to as the Secretary of State, is satisfied 
that, owing to the circumstances of any class of population in 
the city, a school in which industrial training, educatiou, and 
one or more meals a day, but not lodging, are provided for 
the children is necessary or expedient for the proper training 
and control of the children of such class, he may in like 
manner, as under the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, certify 
any such school in the city to be a certified day industrial 
school. 

Any child authorised by the Industrial Schools Act, 1866. 
to be sent to a certified day industrial school, and upon tiie 
request of the School Board of the city of G-lasgow any child 
between fiye and thirteen years of age who is not being 
proyided with elementary education, or is found habitually 
wandering, or not under proper control, and who is brought 
with his parent by summons before the sheriff, magistrate, 
judge of police, or justice of the peace, herein-ai'ter referred 
to as the court (and which summons the court is hereby 
authorised to issue on the applicaticxi of an officer of the said 
school board duly authorised to that effect), or who is other- 
wise brought before the court, may, if the court think it 
expedient, be sent to a certified day industrial school in the 
city. Any child sent to such certified day industrial school 
by an order of the court may during the period specified in 
the order be there detained during Buch hours as may be 
authorised by the rules of the schocxl approved by the Secre* 
tary of State. 

There may bo contributed out of moneys provided by 
Parliament towards the custody, industrial traming, education, 
and meals of children so sent by an order of the court to a 
certified day industrial school such sums, not exceeding one 
shilling per head per week, and on such conditions, a& the 
Becretary of State from time to time recommends. 
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Where the court orders a child to be sent to a certified day 
indnatrial school, the court shall also order the parent of such 
child, if liable to maintain him, to contribute to his industrial 
training, education, and meals in the school such snm, not 
exceeding two shillings per week, as is named in the order, 
and which sum may be recovered in a summary manner. It 
shall be the duty of the directors or managers of such school 
to obtain and enforce the said order, and erery sum paid 
under the order shall be paid oyer to the said directors or 
managers in aid of their expenses under this Act. If a parent 
resident in any parish is unable to pay the sum required by 
the said order to be paid, be, or the directors or managers, 
shall apply to the parochial board of the parish, who, if satis- 
fied of such inability, shall pay out of the poor fund the said 
sum, or so much thereof as they consider him unable to 
pay. 

The directors or managers of a certified day industrial * 

school may, upon the request of the School Board of the city 
of Glasgow, and of the parent of a child, and upon the under- 
taking of the parent to pay towards the industrial training, 
education, and meals of such child such sum, not less than 
one -shilling a week, as the Secretary of State from time to 
time fixes, receive such child iut j the school without an order 
of a court; and there may be contributed out of moneys 
provided by Parliament iu respect of that child such sum not 
exceeding sixpence a week, and on such conditions as the 
Secretary of State from time to time recommends. 

The expression "parent" in this clause shall mean and 
include guardian, and any person who is liable to maintain or 
has the actual custody of any child. 

It shall be lawfal for the Secretary of State from time to 
time by order under his hand to apply to a certified day 
industrial school in the city the provisions of the Industrial 
Schools Act, 1866, and the Acts amending the same, and the 88 & so Viet. e. us. 
provisions of any order by Her Majesty in Council in pursu- 
ance of the enactments in section sixteen of the Elementary 
Education Act, 1876, and any recommendations by the 8® A 40 Vict. c. 79. 
Secretary of State given under sections sixteen and seventeen 
of the said last-ment'oned Act, with such modifications as 
appear to the Secretary of State to be necessary or proper 
for adapting such provisions and recommendations to the aay 
industrial school, and bringing them into conformity with 
this Act. 

The Secretary of State may from time to time make, and 
when made revoke and vary, the forms of orders for sending 
a child to a day industrial school in the city, and the manner 
in which children are to be sent to such school. 

If the Secretary of State is of opinion that by reason of a 
change of circumstances, or otherwise, any certified day 
industrial school in the city ceases to be necessary or expe- 
dient for the proper training and control of the children of 
any class of population in the city, he may after due notice 
withdraw the certificate of the school, and thereupon such 
school shall cease to bo a certified day industrial school: 
Provided that the reasons for withdrawing such certificate 
' shall be laid before both Houses of Parliament within one 
month after notice of the withdrawal is given, if Parliament 
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be then sitting, or if not, within one month after the then 
next meeting of Parliament. 

The conditions of a parliamentary contribution to a certified 
day industrial school to be recommended by the Secretary of 
State shi^ provide for the examination of the children 
according to the standards of proficiency for the time being 
in force, for the purposes of a parliamentary grant to public 
elementary schools in Scotlana, bnt may yary the amoants 
of the contributions to be made in respect of such standards 
respectively. 

81. The directors may make rules, orders, and bjelaws for 
the proper classification and government of such inmates of 
the nouses of refuge as have been admitted at their owa 
request, or may desire to be admitted as before mentioned, 
for their instruction in religion, morals, and industrial arts, 
and their employment in useful trades, and for the encourage- 
ment of good conduct and industry, and the punishment for 
misconduct and neglect of duty among the said inmates, and 
for the proper and beneficial occupation of their time ; and 
for the admission uf parents, guardians, or other relations 
and friends to see and communicate with them, and for 
regulating their clothing, diet, exercises, and times of 
recreation; and for fixing the manner of their being' dis- 
charged from the houses of refuge ; and generally for the 
necessary and wholesome regulation and control of the said 
inmates of the houses of refuge, accorHing to then* several 
sexes, ages, dispositions, and habits, and for enforcing the 
observance of the rules, orders, and byelaws ; and the 
directors may from time to time alter or repeal such rules, 
orders, and byelaws, and make new rules, orders and byelaws : 
Provided that no such rules, orders, and byelaws, and no 
alteration or repeal thereof, shall have any force or effect 
until the same snail have been submitted to and approved of 
and subscribed by two of the lords oommissiunen of 
justiciary. 

32. Such rules, orders, and byelaws being so made and 
being approved of and subscribed as aforesaid shall be binding 
and obligatory on every such inmate of the houses of refuge, 
and the said inmates shall be subject thereto and bound to 
conform to and obey the same in all respects as if such rules, 
orders, and byelaws were embodied and enacted in this Act. 

33. Such rules, orders, and byelaws shall bo print-ed in clear 
legible type, and posted or hun^ up and maintained at all 
times in conspicuous places within the houses of refuge, so 
that every sucn inmate thereof shall have easy access thereto 
for the purpose of perusing the same. 

3t. The directors may acquire and hold heritable and 
movable property, moneys, goods, and effects, and all such, 
property, moneys, goods, and effects shall be deemed to be 
neld by the directors for the purposes of this Act, and shall 
pass and be transmitted to and vest in the directors for the 
time being, without the necessity of any further conveyance or 
assignation; and the directors may institute or enter into 
and defend all such judicial proceedings or references to 
arbitration as they may judge necessary, and may also sue 
and be sued in any judicial proceedings. 
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35. The directors may, by publio or private contract, from Directors may kU and 
time to time eell. ooriTey, or otherwise dispose of airy lands ^JjJPgJ/*' P^P***^ "®* 
and other heritages vested in them bv this Act, or wh^ h may 

be hereafter acquired by them, and which they may deem 
nnsnitable or unnecessary for the purposes of this Act, in one 
or more lots, and at such price or prices, fen duty or feu 
duties, redeemable or irredeemable, ground annual or ground 
annuals, redeemable or irredeemable, or on such other terms 
and conditions as the said directors may think fit, and may 
ezecuto all deeds and writing^ necessary for selling the said 
lands and heritages, and for conveying the same to a purchaser 
or purchasers ; and may apply such sum or sums of money 
as they may obtain for such lands and heritages in the 
acquisition of other lands and heritages, or to any of the 
other purposes of this Act which they may deem expedient, 
and no purclAser or any other person shall have right to 
inquire into the sufficiency of the directors' reasons for selling, 
nor shall any purchaser have any concern with or right to 
inquire into, or any liability for, the application of any sum 
of money obtained as aforesaid. 

36. The directors may, from time to time, borrow for the Direeton may borrow 
purposes of this Act, so far as the execution thereof is ^°^^^- 
intrusted to them, any sums not exceeding in whole ten 

thcmsand pounds, and may make and grant secnrities over 
the lands and heritegee -vested in them, exclusive of school 
houses, or which they may afterwards acquire, for the payment 
of the money so borrowed, and interest thereon ; and if the Prori^ona as to ftitare 
directors pay off any of the moneys borrowed by them under b<»rowiiig. 
this Act it shall be' lawful for tihem again to borrow the 
amount so paid off from time to time, and they may make and 
grant all deeds and writings necessary or proper for com- 
pleting the said securities. The directors may also accept and P^wer to borrow money 
take from any bank or banking company credit on a cash ^^ **■** credit, 
account to be opened and kept with such bank or banking 
company in their name, or in that of their treasurer, according 
to the usage of bankers in Scotland, to the extent of the sum 
which they are authorised to borrow as aforesaid, or any part 
thereof, and may convey the lands and herita^s vested in 
them, or which they may afterwards acquire, m security of 
the payment of the amount of such credit, or of the sums 
advanced from time to time on such cash account, with the 
interest thereon ; provided that the whole sums due and owing 
by the directors on such cash account, and for money borrowed 
by them on mortgages or assi^ations under this Act, shall 
not, when taken together, exceea the said sum of ten thousand 
pounds. 

37. All bonds, mortgages, dispositions, assignations in Mortsa^res, ftc. granted 
security, and other writings to be granted in security of JJeJuSi^" ^^^ ^ ^ 
moneys to be borrowed by the directors under the powers of 

this Aot shall, when duly stamped, be valid and effectual if 
sealed with their corporate seal and subscribed by two of the 
directors and their clerk. 

38. The commissioners shall, out of the assessments to be Application of

directors such sams as may have been required and expended 
by them during the year preceding the thirty-fir^t day of 
December in execating the purposes of this Act, in so far ad 
the execution thereof is intrusted to the directors, including^ 
in the first year's payment such sums also as may have been, 
required and expended by the Commissioners of 18t>6 and the 
managing committee of the Glasgow industrial schools in 
carrying on during the year one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-eight the houses and schools under their charge 
respectively; (second) pay to the managers of each of the 
following Homan Catholic reformatory schools — viz., (1) the 
Boys' Reformatory School, Parkhead, Glasgow, and (2) the 
Girls' Reformatory School, Dalbeth, Glasgow? and also ti> 
the managers of each of the following Roman Catholic 
industrial schools, — ^viz , (1) the Boys' Industrial School, 
Slatefield House, Gallowgate, Glasgow, and (2) St. Mary's 
Industrial Schools and Orphanage, embracing (a) the Boys' 
Industrial Schools, Abercromby Street, Glasgow, and (b) the 
Girltt' Industrial Schools, Abercromby Street, Glasgow, or 
any other schools certified under the Reformatory Schools 
Act, 1866, or the Indastrial Schools Act^ 1866, respectively, 
which may be substituted for any of these schools respectively, 
within the distance of ten miles mentioned in the interpre- 
tation clause of this Act, and also to the managers of the 
training ship " Cumberland," or any other training ship 
certified under the Industrial Schools Act, 1866, which may 
be substituted for that ship on the river or Firth of Clyde, or 
in any loch adjacent thereto, such sums as shall be equal in 
the case of the said training ship, to seventy-eight shillings 
per head, and in the case of the said schools to fifty-two 
shillings per head of the average number during the year. 
preceding the thirty-first day of December of such of the

And it is provided 
that in the exercise of the discretionary power hereby con- 
ferred (m the commissioners to allocate, distribnte, and pay 
the said several sums, their determination shall be nnal, and 
not subject to question or appeal in any manner of way. But 
it is hereby provided: first, that the commissioners shall, 
before making any of the payments hereinbefore authorised 
to be made to the directors, and to the managers, in respect

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40. The commissioners may assess and levy upon and 
from the occupiers of all lands and heritages situated within 
tbe city, except as herein-after provided, an annaal assess- 
ment not exceeding one penny per pound on the rental or 
annual value of such lands and heritages, the first year*s 
assessment to run as from Whitsunday one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy- ei ght ; provided that such assessment 
shall not be entered upon or in respect of any lands or heri- 
tages of less rental or annual value than four pounds, nor 
upon or in respect of any lands and heritages which are 
wholly exemptea from the payment of the police assessment 
in the city ; provided also, that the occupiers of any land 
used as arable, meadow, or pasture ground, or woodland, 
market gardens, or nursery grounds, and the occupiers of 
any lands covered with water, or used only as a canal or 
towing-path for the same, or as a railway or tramway con- 
structed under the powers of any Act of Parliament for 
public conveyance, shall be assessed in respect of the same in 
the proportion of one-fourth part only of the net annual 
value thereof.

in security of the payment of the money so borrowed and 
interest thereon ; or tne commissioners may accept and take 
from any bank or banking company credit on a cash account 
to be opened and kept with such bank or banking company

45. The commissioners and directors respectively shall 
cause their whole proceedings to be entered in a book or books 
to be kept for that purpose, and shall keep separate and 
distinct acoounts of all sums received and payments made by 
them, and shall balance such accounts once at least in every 
year. 

46. The commissioners and directors respectively may 
invest any funds belonging to them in the purchase of 
heritable property, or of any of the Government stocks 
public fhnds, or securities of the United Kingdom, or of the 
debenture or guaranteed stocks of railway companies in the

Auditor tp be appointed. 47. The commissioners and directors reppectively shall 

annually appoint an auditor (being a person well skilled in 
accounts, and not being one of themselves or holding office 
under them) to andit the accounts to bo kept in virtue of this 
Act, and in case the office of such auditor shall, before snob 
accounts Lave been audited by him, become vacant by death, 
or from any other caase, the commissioners and directors 
respectively shall from time to time appoint an auditor to 

Aec'ounts to be audited, supply such vacancy. It shall be the duty of such auditor 

annually to audit the said accounts, and for snch purpose the 
commissioners and dinctors respectively shall deliver to him 
their accounts and book? , and the proper vouchers in support 
of the same,and the auditor shall examine buch accoants and 
vouchors, and may either make a special report on such 
Account?, or simply authenticate the same ; and such report 
Or authentication shall be read to the commissioners and 
directors respectively at a meeting to be held by them as soon 
after snch audit as may be^ and the commissioners and 
directors respectively shall pay to such auditor for his 
trouble such sum as they may think reasonable. 

48. After the said accounts as so reported and authenticated

be published yearly, as soon as conveniently may be after the 
same is made out, in one or more of the newspapers published 
in the city.

An Act for conferring further powers with reference to the 
Reformatories and Industrial Schools in Aberdeen. 

[16th August 1885.] 

Whbreab it is expedient that proTision should be made for 
the more effectual repression of juvenile crime and delin- 
quency in Aberdeen, and that the existing Reformatory and 
Industrial Schools and House of Industry and Refuge in 
Aberdeen should be an?algamated into one trust to be con- 
stituted for the purpose of carrying on the same, with power 
to establish auditional schools of a similar description, as 
necessity may require : 

And whereas the hsri table and floating debts respectively 
affecting the existing institutions are set forth in the 
schedule to this Act, and it is expedient to - make provision 
for borrowing and reborrowing the moneys required for the 
repayment of the same, and for the exercise of the other 
powers by this Act conferred : 

And whereas the House of Industry and Refuge was 
established under a disposition and deed of settlement, dated
